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The legendary Woody Hayes led Ohio State to the Big Ten’s last undisputed national championship 


(1968) and directed the Buckeyes to 13 Big Ten titles and 11 bowl appearances. Between 1972 and 
1977, OSU won an unprecedented six consecutive Big Ten crowns and made Big Ten history by becoming 
the first conference team to play in four consecutive Rose Bowls (1972-75). Under his leadership, Ohio 
State won 205 games between 1951 and 1978, including 152 conference games. Additionally, Hayes, 
who led the Buckeyes to five national championships, coached 56 first-team All-Americans, produced 

three Heisman Trophy winners, three Outland Trophy winners and two Lombardi Award winners. 

His list of assistants include Bo Schembechler, Lou Holtz, Bill Mallory, Glen Mason and Earle 

Bruce just to name a few. Few people better exemplify the word “Tradition” at Ohio State.

Now a college football analyst and studio host for ESPN Gameday, Kirk Herbstreit is one of those 
“PEOPLE” who make Ohio State special. 


As a high school senior, Archie Griffin was thought by many to be too small to play 
college football. But Archie knew better, and after the second game of his freshman 
year at Ohio State, so did everyone else. On that day, the 5-9, 180-pound tailback 
came off the bench to rush for 239 yards against North Carolina, at the time setting 
an Ohio State single-game rushing record. He just got better after that, going on 
to rush for 5,589 yards and setting an NCAA record by rushing for 100 or more 
yards in 31 consecutive games. Griffin, who still ranks as Ohio State’s all-time 
leading ground gainer, was showered with accolades during his career. Most 
notably, he is college football’s only two-time winner of the Heisman Trophy. 
Additionally, he was a two-time pick as college player of the year and twice won 
the Chicago Tribune’s Silver Football as the Big Ten’s most valuable player. Griffin 
also excelled in the classroom, earning his degree a quarter early before going on 
to play eight years in the NFL. At the end of his senior year, Griffin was honored 
by the NCAA as one of the “Top Five” student-athletes in the country. Griffin, 
who is now an associate athletics director for the Buckeyes is a wonderful example 
of the “Excellence” that is Ohio State. No wonder, then, that his No. 45 was the 
first jersey number ever retired at The Ohio State University.

Coach Jim Tressd embarks upon 
his second year at O hio State with 
12 returning starters - seven on de 
fense and five on offense. Addition- 
ally, both kickers are back from a 7- 
5 team, which finished third in the 
BigTen with a5-3 mark last year. In 
all, there are 43 holdover lettermen. 

On the surface, thisis, at the very 


least, another 
solid team. 
Scratch be- 


neath the sur- 
face, though, 
and thereisthe 
potential 
for 
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much more. In fact, some publica- 
tions have anointed the Buckeyes as 
the team to beat in the 2002 Big 
Ten title chase. 

A brave prediction considering the 
Buckeyes must replace their entire 
starting backfield on offense and 
come up with two new cornerbacks 
on defense. Also gone arethree start- 
ing linenen, including All-America 

center LeC harles Bentley, and two 
of the starting linebackers. 

Perhaps the pundits are look- 
ing at the Buckeyes’ potentially 
lethal defense, a unit that is an- 
chored by two-time All-Amevi- 
can Mike Doss at strong safety 

and boasts one of the best 
defensive fronts in all of 
college football. 

Or maybe they 
checked the offensive 
two-deep and noticed 
the abundance of qual- 
ity and quantity at the 
wide receiver and run- 
ning back positions. 

Certainly those two areas 
are stockpiled. 
And then there is the class 
of incoming recruits, ranked by 
most experts as one of the two or 
three best in thecountry. If therook- 
ies are as good in reality as they are 
on pape, at least some of them will 
make an immediate impact. 

Tressdl, for one, knows he has to 

keep things in perspective. 
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“Wemadesomeprogress last year 
and we worked hard in the winter 
and spring,” he said. “But we still 
have along way to go. O ur goal isto 
win the Big Ten title But to get 
there, it is going to take lots of hard 
work and dedication, and probably 
a little luck in terms of staying 
healthy and getting a few breaks 
along the way.” 

D efense should be the Buckeyes’ 
strong suit, especially early-on while 
the offense fits all the pieces in to 
place. 

The heart of the defense will be 
up front, where ends Will Smith, 
D arrion Scott and Simon F raser will 
team with tackles Tim Anderson, 
K enny Peterson and D avid T homp- 
son to give the Buckeyes six out- 
standing players that can rotate in 
and out of the lineup with absolutely 
no drop off in terms of talent. From 
top to bottom, it is as deep a group 
as has ever been assembled at O hio 
State, and thefreshman class has four 
heralded players to add to the mix. 

The linebacker corps features

Jim Tressel 


Last year was literally and 
figuratively just the beginning for 
Jim Tressel as the head football 
coach atT heO hio State U niversity. 
Named to his present position J an. 
18, 2001, Tressel led his first 
Buckeye squad to a 7-5 record that 
included a dramatic road win over 
archrival M ichigan in the regular- 
season finale. It was Ohio State's 
first victory in Ann Arbor since 1987 
and, as such, a tremendously 
important achievement for the 
football program. 

But what the Buckeyes 
accomplished in 2001 is only part 
of thestory. Equally important was 
the way it was accomplished. 

Under Tressel’s leadership, the 
Buckeyes played with a renewed 
passion and _ pride that 
demonstrated an understanding 
and appreciation of Ohio State's 
rich football tradition. In addition 
to giving great effort every game, 
they conducted themselves with 
class and dignity on thefield. T heir 
ability to rally from a 28-0 deficit 
in the Outback Bowl and tie the 
score at 28 is a testimony to the 
discipline instilled by Tressel. 

Off thefield, Tressel’s players also 
have taken an active role in the 
community and arefrequent visitors 


at charity functions, elementary 
schools and local hospitals. 

“We want our fans to be proud 
of us in the classroom, in the 
community and on the football 
field,” Tressel said on the day he was 
hired. 

Tressel’s impact on the Buckeyes 
should come as no surprise. As the 
head coach at Youngstown State for 
15 years before coming to Ohio 
State, he was one of the most 
respected Division 1-AA coachesin 
America. 

And those years at Youngstown 
were ripe with success, his Penguin 
teams winning four national 


championships and qualifying for 
the Division 1-AA playoffs a 
remarkable 10 times. D uring his tay 
at Youngstown State, he amassed

he was afour-time pick as N ational 
Coach of the Year. 

As he heads into this, his 17% 
season as a head coach, the 49-year- 
old Tressel owns alifetime coaching 
record of 142-62-2. 

Tressel’s Ohio State roots run 
deep. 

His father, the late Lee Tressel, 
played, albeit briefly, at O hio State 
before his promising collegiate 
career was cut short by World War 
11. ASayouth, Jim grew up shagging 
balls for Cleveland Browns’ great 
Lou “The Toe” Groza, who, of 
course, also attended Ohio State. 
Both the elder Tressel, who would 
go on to become a coaching legend 
at Baldwin Wallace College in 
northeastern Ohio, and Groza, a 


family friend and neighbor, were 
lifelong Ohio State fans, a feeling 
not lost on the younger Tressel. 

T hat bond grew even stronger in 
1983 when Jim, in the infancy of 
hisown coaching career, wasnamed 
quarterbacks and receivers coach at 
Ohio State During a memorable 
three-year stay in Columbus, the 
Buckeyes won 27 games, captured 
the 1984 Big Ten Championship 
and played in the Fiesta, Rose and 
Citrus bowls. 

Following the 1985 season, 
Tressel, at age 33, left Ohio State 
to become head coach at 
Youngstown State. In addition to 
capturing four national titles, the 
Penguins also appeared in two other 
championship games. 

Additionally, five of Tressel's 
teams won 12 or more games in a 
season, including his 1994 
championship squad, which 
fashioned a 14-0-1 record. His 
1991, '92, '93 and '94 teams all 
played in the national 
championship tilt, becoming just 
thesecond Division 1-AA school to 
make four-consecutive appearances 
in the title game. 

Tressel was selected as N ational 
Coach of the Year in 1991, '93, '94 
and '97. W hen he left Youngstown 
State, he was the second-most 


successful coach in school history, 
trailing only D wight “D eke” Beede, 
who amassed 147 winsin a 32-year 
span. 

But Tressel’s won-lost record, as 
extraordinary as it is, was only part 
of the reason for his appeal during 
the O hio State search process. 

Equally impressive was the 
showing of the Youngstown State 
team in the classroom, where during 
his last two years a total of 67 
players achieved a grade point 
average of 3.00 or better during the 
fall semester. 

Tressel also was deeply involved 
in the Youngstown community, 
taking an active leadership rolein a 
number of key civic issues and 
working extensively with Ronald 
McDonald's Children’s Charities 
and the Salvation Army. His 
genuine concern for the people of 
Youngstown and the M ahoning 
Valley areamade him acommunity 
icon. 

“W hat impressed me most in the 
interview process was] im Tressel the 
person,” Director of Athletics Andy 
Geiger said when Tressel was 
formally introduced as O hio State's 
new coach. “As impeccable as his 
coaching record is, it is the other 
things that he does that make him 
the ideal person for this job.”

“We will stress 
academics, athleticsand community 
responsibility. T hetwo greatest days 
in our student-athletes lives should 
bethe day they walk across the stage 
to receive their diploma and the day 
they slip a championship ring on 
their finger.” 

After accepting the Ohio State 
job, Tressel immediately hit the 
recruiting trail, literally going coast- 
to-coast in an effort to tie up any 
loose ends that might have resulted 
from the Buckeyesnot having ahead 
coach for 17 days. T he result was a 
consensus Top 20 class. 

N ext, Tressel tackled the task of 
putting his staff together, ultimately 
deciding to bring in six new 
assistants and retain three members 
of the previous staff. Eight of his 
nine assistants are from Ohio and 
the ninth has coached in the 
Buckeye State. It isa diverse group 
that bringsN FL, Big Ten, Big East, 
ACC, Big 12, SEC, Pac-10 and 
Conference USA experience to 
Ohio State 

This past year that staff landed 
one of the top recruiting classes in 


the nation, a group that is being 
heralded as one of the finest ever 
assembled at O hio State. 

Tressel was born in Mentor, 
Ohio, where his father reeled off 
34-consecutive wins as ahigh school 
coach before becoming the head 
coach at Massillon High School. 
But hespent most of his childhood 
in Berea, more often than not 
accompanying hisfather to football 
practices and games at Baldwin 
Wallace. 

Tressel graduated from Berea 
High School in 1971. He played 
for his father at Baldwin Wallace, 
earning four letters at quarterback 
and winning all-conference honors 
as a senior in 1974. H e graduated 
cum laudein 1975 with a degreein 
education. 

Following in his father’s 
footsteps, Jim embarked upon his 
coaching career in the fall of 1975 
as a graduate assistant at Akron. He 
remained at Akron through the 
1978 season, serving in a full-time 
capacity hislast three years as coach 
of the quarterbacks, receivers and 
running backs. W hile at Akron, he 
earned his master’s degree. 

Tressel spent the 1979 and '80 
seasons as quarterbacks and 
receivers coach at M iami of Ohio.

In Tressel's first year at Ohio 
State, the Buckeyes posted a 9-3 
record and defeated Pittsburgh in 
the Fiesta Bowl. OSU scored the 
winning touchdown on a 39-yard 
pass from quarterback Mike 
Tomczak to split end T had Jemison 
with 39 seconds left in the game. 
Not a bad way for the Buckeyes’ 
new quarterbacks and receivers 
coach to begin his stay in 
Columbus. 

In 1984 and '85, Tressel was given 
the added responsibility of coaching 
the Buckeyes running backs. The 
84 team won the Big Ten and 
played in the Rose Bowl, and Tressel 
protégé, junior tailback K eth Byars, 
finished second in the H eisman 
Trophy voting. In 1985, the 
Buckeyes defeated BYU in the 
Florida Citrus Bowl. 

Tressel’s departure for 
Youngstown State at the end of the 
1985 campaign cameasno surprise. 
W idely regarded as one of the up- 
and-coming young assistant coaches 
in college football, he had paid his 
dues and was ready for the next step. 

Still, the transition to head coach 
was not easy. Tressel’s first team lost 
its first four games and finished with 
a 2-9 record. His first win as a 
college coach came against 
Tennessee Tech, Oct. 11, in 
Youngstown. T he score was 30-6. 

But from that humblebeginning, 
Tressel built a powerhouse. 

In 1987, the second-year coach 
guided the Penguins to an 8-4 
record and their first appearance in 
the Division I-AA playoffs. YSU 
won the Ohio Valley Conference 
title that year and Tressel was named 
OVC Coach of the Year. 

In 1989, the Penguins began an 
incredible run of six-consecutive 
playoff appearances, winning three 


national championshipsand playing 
in four-consecutive title games 
between 1991 and 1994. 

Tressel’'sfirst national crown came 
in 1991, when the Penguins defeated 
Marshall, 25-17, in the 
championship game. Asaresult of 
that victory, Jim and his dad (who 
died in 1981) became the only 
father-and-son combination in 
college football to win national 
championships(LeeTressel won the 
1978 Division II! crown at Baldwin 
Wallace). 

ThePenguinslost arenatch with 
Marshall the following year, but 
won the rubber game with the 
Thundering H erd in 1993 for their 
second I-AA title in three years. 
They then madeit three-out-of four 
in 1994 with a28-14 win over Boise 
State. 

Tressel’s fourth national title 
came in 1997, when the Penguins 
defeated M cN eese State, 10-9, in 
the championship game. 
Youngstown State also played for 
thetitlein 1999, but lost to Georgia 
Southern in the finals. 

During the decade of the 1990s, 
Youngstown State had a combined 
record of 103-27-2, the most wins 
by any Division |-AA team and the 
fourth most of any |-A or |-AA 
program in the country. 

In 2000, Tressel kicked off the 
millennium on asuccessful note by 
guiding his team to a 9-3 record 
and its 10th appearance in the 
playoffs. As it turned out, that was 
his last season at Youngstown State. 
But because of the positive impact 
he had on the school and the 
community, his many fans in 
Youngstown continue to follow his 
career at Ohio State. 

Tressel’s list of accolades includes 
being selected as the Chevrolet 
N ational Coach of theYear in 1993, 
'94 and '97; the American Football 
Coaches Association N ational 
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Coach of the Year in 1991 and '94; 
and the Eddie Robinson N ational 
Coach of the Year in 1994. H ealso 
was the AFCA’s Regional C oach of 
the Year in 1987 and '93 and asix- 
time pick as Ohio Coach of the 
Year. | 
In acareer filled with highlights, 
Tressel recorded his 100th career 
victory against Indiana State in 
1997. He is the third member

T he Buckeyes continued their dominance 
of the Hoosiers in 2001, claiming a 27-14 
victory in Bloomington. Lydell Ross ran for 
124 yards and two touchdowns, and Steve 
Bellisari was 15-for-21 for 181 yards in the 
win. N ew head coach Gerry DiN ardo isin his 
first season at Indiana. D iN ardo is 0-2 against 
Ohio State in his career, with his two losses 
comingin 1985 and ‘86 whilethehead coach 
at Colorado. In 77 previous meetings between 
Indiana and Ohio State, the Buckeyes have 
played in Columbus 53 timeswith arecord of 
39-10-4. Indianais 2-21-1 against the Buck- 
eyes in Bloomington. Indiana had the major- 
ity of its success against O hio State early in 
the series history. T he H oosiers started 5-0-1 
in thefirst six meetingsfrom 1901-1913. Ohio 
State then rattled off the next four wins to set 
the tone for the series. Since win- 
ning gamesin 1905 and 1913, In- 
diana did not win back-to-back se- 
ries games until the 1987-88 sea- 
sons.

14 Wildcats 
en route to aconvincing 38-20 victory in Co- 
lumbus. In 67 previous meetings, O hio State 
haswon 53 timesin theall-timeseries against 
Northwestern. The Wildcats own 13 victo- 
ries and have tied the Buckeyes once. Ohio 
State is 29-8-0 in Columbus. The Buckeyes 
have a commanding 23-5-1 advantage in 
Evanston, site of the game this season, and 
are 1-0 in neutral site contests. Ohio State 
haswon thelast 17 meetingsin Evanston and 
14 of the last 15 games played in Columbus, 
including the last 10. N orthwestern has not 
won in Evanston sincethe 1958 season, when 
the W ildcats downed the Buckeyes, 21-0. The 
last N orthwestern win was in 1971 in Co- 
lumbus, a 14-10 Wildcat victory. T he Buck- 
eyes have won the last 22 contests. T he series 
began with five-consecutive OSU victories 
from 1913-1917. Northwestern

Ohio State and Wisconsin will meet for 
the 70th time in the series history this year 
when the two schools square off in M adison. 
Ohio State is looking for its 50th win over 
the Badgers. T he Buckeyes lead 49-15-5 all- 
time, with a26-6-2 mark in Columbus and a 
23-9-3 edgein M adison. T he Badgers were 5- 
Toverall and 3-5 (T 8th) in the Big Ten in 
2001. It marked only the second timein nine 
years the Badgers did not make a bow! game. 
Ohio State defeated Wisconsin 21-consecu- 
tive times from 1960 to 1980. T he Buckeyes, 
winners in four of the last six meetings with 
Wisconsin, led 17-0 late in the second quar- 
ter before Wisconsin scored 20 unanswered 
pointsin Columbus last year. Wisconsin won 
the first three games of the series from 1913- 
1915 but has since won back-to-back games 
just twice, the last time during the 
1984 and 1985 seasons.

ABOUT THE SERIES 

The 2002 game between Ohio State and 
Penn State will mark the 10th-consecutive 
year the two schools have met. The Nittany 
Lions pulled off a come-from-behind victory 
over the Buckeyes last season in University 
Park, 29-27, giving Joe Paterno career-win 
No. 324, in the process allowing him to sur- 
pass Bear Bryant as major college football’s 
career victory leader. T he Buckeyes let a 27-9 
third quarter lead slip away as Penn State 
scored 20-unanswered points to preserve the 
victory. The Buckeyes are 5-4 against the 
Nittany Lions since Penn State joined the 
league in 1993. Before joining the Big Ten, 
Penn State had the upper hand with a 6-2 
record over the Buckeyes. In three of the last 
six years, each team has come into the game 
unbeaten and ranked in the Top 10 nation- 
ally. O ver the last nine years, both O hio State 
and Penn State have come into the game un- 
beaten and ranked in the Top 10 five times.

ABOUT THE SERIES 

The Buckeyes avenged an upset loss to 
M innesotain 2000 by defeating the G ophers, 
31-28, in Minneapolis last year. Jonathan 
Wells ran for 152 yards and two scores and 
Steve Bellisari threw for two scores to com- 
pliment his 271 total yards. In 2000, M inne 
sota broke a 16-game losing streak to the 
Buckeyes with a 29-17 win in Columbus. It 
was M innesota’s first win at O hio State since 
1949 when the Golden Gophers shut out the 
Buckeyes, 27-0. Ohio State holds a com- 
manding lead in the overall series since it be- 
gan in 1921. Overall, Ohio State leads 36-7 
with an 18-4 record in Minneapolis and an 
18-3 mark at Ohio Stadium. The Buckeyes 
won thefirst gamein theseries, 27-0, in 1921 
but lost the next two by scores of 9-0 in 1922 
and 19-7 in 1931. T he back-to-back wins for 
M innesota are the only consecutive G olden 
Gopher victories in series history.

ABOUT THE SERIES 

Ohio State and Illinois will meet for the 
91st time in the series history this year in 
Champaign. T he Buckeyes lead the series, 
which dates back to the 1902 season, 30-12 
in Champaign and 57-29-4 overall. T he first 
game played between the two schools resulted 
in ascoreless tie. T he Buckeyes did not score 
in any of the first three games against Illinois 
and managed just a 3-all tie in 1915. Ohio 
State won its first game in the series, 7-6, 
during the 1916 season. T he Buckeyes have 
been victorious in five of the last seven meet- 
ings after Illinois enjoyed a stretch of six wins 
in seven games from 1988-1994. 
Illinois had its longest series win- 
ning streak (five games) during that 
stretch. Ohio State won 15-con- 
secutive games from 1968-1982. 
Illinoishas gone up against aranked 
Ohio State squad in each of the 
last 11 meetings in the series and 
in atotal of 44 gamesin 90 meet- 
ings.

The Buckeyes raced out to a stunning 
23-0 lead en route to a 26-20 victory, pre 
venting the Wolverines from aBCS bowl berth 
and aBigTen championship. TheO hio State 
M ichigan rivalry is unquestionably one of the 
most storied in college football history. T he 
two national powershave met for 84-consecu- 
tive seasons - the 10th longest current streak 
in NCAA Division IA history - and 98 times 
overall since 1897. From 1972 to 1981 the 
Ohio State-M ichigan game determined the 
Big Ten champion and the conference's Rose 
Bowl representative. Although 
Michigan holds a 20-game lead in 
wins over Ohio State, over the last 
50 games the series is even at 24- 
24-2.T heO hio State vs. M ichigan 
game was moved to thefinal Satur- 
day of the Big Ten season in 1935. 
The Ohio Stadium dedication 
game in 1922 was against M ichi- 
gan and the Michigan Stadium 
dedication game in 1927 was 
against O hio State. O hio State has 
snapped Michigan's Big Ten win- 
ning streaks of 16-consecutive 
games (1998), 15 (1972) and 11 
(in 1970). Michigan has snapped 
Ohio State Big Ten winning streaks 
of 17, 16 and 15 games in 1976, 
1969 and 1980, respectively. Both 
Ohio Stateand M ichigan have been 
unranked in theAsodated PresTop 
25 Poll just once since 1968. The 
only time neither team has entered 
the most recognized college foot- 
ball rivalry unranked in the last 32 
years was N ov.

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2001 SEASON IN REVIEW 


The Coach Keeps His Promise 


Jim Tressel is a man of his word. 
H e proved that N ov. 24 by leading 
his first Ohio State football team 
to a26-20 road win over M ichigan, 
the Buckeyes first triumph in Ann 
Arbor since 1987. 

By doingso, Tressel fulfilled a vow 
he made on the day he was hired. 
After being introduced to the media 
Jan. 18, 2001 as Ohio State's new 
head football coach, Tressel attended 
the Ohio  State-M ichigan 
basketball game that night in Value 
City Arena. 

Recognized immediately by the 
Ohio State crowd, he received a 
spontaneous standing ovation 
following a television interview. 
That ovation turned into a 
thunderous roar at halftime when 
the new Buckeye mentor stood at 
center court and promised Ohio 
State fans would be “proud of their 
team in the classroom, in the 
community and most especially, in 
310 days in Ann Arbor, Mich., on 
the football field.” 

Tressel might as well have said 
“Remember the Alamo or 
Remember the M aine.” H is words 
became arallying cry for O hio State 
fans everywhere. Starved for a 
victory over their rivals from that 
state up north, they began flying 
their Block “O” flags with new 
enthusiasm and counting down the 
days until the showdown in Ann 
Arbor. 

Asthegamedrew closer, Tressel’s 
comments were played over and 
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over by every television and radio 
station in O hio and M ichigan, and 
rehashed by every sports writer and 
columnist who had an interest in 
the game. 

In afutile effort to downplay the 
constant reference to his remarks, 
Tressel noted he had not promised 
a victory, only that the fans would 
be proud of the team in terms of its 
effort and the way the Buckeyes 
conducted themselves during the 
course of the game. 

But the Ohio State faithful 
would have none of that. T hey took 
hiswordsasa guarantee for the first 
time in seven tries, the trip home 
from Ann Arbor, that long drive 
down route 23, would be apleasant 
one. And it was! But before 
rehashing that game, arguably the 
greatest rivalry in college football, 
let'stake alook at thefirst 10 games 
of Jim Tressel’s rookie season. 

T he Buckeyes opened the season 
by hosting the U niversity of Akron. 
In the first meeting betwen thetwo 
schools since 1895, Ohio State 
jumped out to a 21-0 lead and 
wound up winning with relative 
ease, 28-14. A record throng of 
102,602 wason hand to seethe first 
gamein the newly refurbished O hio 
Stadium, which had undergone a 
three-year, $190 facelift that made 
the H orseshoe the fourth largest on- 
campus facility in the country. 

T here was excitement in the air 
- about the team, about the coach 
and about the Stadium. But three 
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days later, on Sept. 11, that 
excitement turned to horror when 
the World Trade Center’s Twin 
Towers in New York City and the 
Pentagon were attacked by 
terrorists. 

Football quickly became just a 
game. 

Scheduled to host San Diego 
State Sept. 15, Ohio State took a 
leadership role nationally by 
rescheduling the game. T hedecision 
came after Director of Athletics 
Andy G eiger conferred with Tressel. 

“This is not the time to play a 
football game,” Geiger said. “We 
need to step back and give people 
time to deal with this terrible 
tragedy.” 

Echoed Tressel, “I just don’t 
think our players are interested in 
playing football right now. |’m not 


sure when the right time is to play, 
but | know it is not this week. We 
are going to have a difficult time 
even practicing for a while.” 

Instead of a game in Ohio 
Stadium thefollowing Saturday, the 
Buckeyes, in conjunction with 
WBNS-TV held agiant “Show You 
Care” rally in support of the U nited 
States and patriotism, raising more 
than $600,000 for the families of 
those people whose lives were 
turned upside down Sept. 11. 
Athletes from virtually all of O hio 
State's 36 varsity sports attended 
the rally. 

As the world tried to return to 
some degree of normalcy, the 
Buckeyes boarded a charter flight 
and headed cross-country for a 
nationally-televised game with 
UCLA Sept. 22. 


As it turned out, the young 
Buckeyes wereno match for theN o. 
12 Bruins. But while UCLA 
prevailed, 13-6, there were some 
encouraging signs, especially by the 
defense, which forced seven 
turnovers. 

Ohio State opened its Big Ten 
season the following week at 
Indiana. The Buckeyes won, 27-14, 
as freshman running back Lydell 
Ross rushed for 124 yards and two 
touchdowns. Still just 17 years old, 
the 6-0, 210-pound Ross became 
the youngest player in Big Ten 
history to rush for 100 yards. 

The win over the H oosiers set 
the stage for a highly-anticipated 
showdown with 14'-ranked 
Northwestern the following week 
in Columbus. In the first Big Ten 
night game played in O hio Stadium, 
the Buckeyes jumped out to a21-7 
lead at the half and extended that 
margin to 38-7 at the end of three 
quartersen route to a 38-20 victory 
in front of another capacity crowd. 
Tailback Jonathan Wells set the 
table early, bolting 71 yards to pay 
dirt on OSU's second play from 
scrimmage. 

Riding high at 2-0 in the BigTen, 
the Buckeyes got a stiff dose of 
reality the following week, losing a 
tough 20-17 H omecoming decision 
to visiting Wisconsin. To really rub 
salt in the wound, the Buckeyes had 
a seemingly comfortable 17-0 lead 
with under a minute to play in the 
first half. The Badgers kicked the 


winning field goal with 2:10 to play. 
Their final drive down the field 
followed a missed O hio State field 
goal attempt. 

The Buckeyes played their 
rescheduled game with San Diego 
State the following week. In thefirst 
meeting with the Aztecs, the 
Buckeyes rallied from a 12-6 
halftime deficit for a 27-12 win. 
H alftime ceremonies included the 
induction of former football 
standouts Pepper Johnson and 
Steve Tovar into the Ohio State 
H all of Fame. 

Back on the road the following 
week, Ohio State lost a 29-27 
decision to Penn State. T heN ittany 
Lions rallied from a 27-9 deficit to 
present C oach J oe Paterno with win 
No. 324, making him the 
winningest coach in college football 
history. 

A road win at Minnesota (31- 
28) and ahomevictory over Purdue 
(35-9) followed, improving the 
Buckeyes’ overall record to 6-3 and 
their BigTen mark to 4-2. N ext up, 
however, was 8-1 Illinois, sitting 
atop the conference standings with 
a5-1 mark. 

With starting quarterback Steve 
Bellisari ruled out on Friday for 
disciplinary reasons, sophomore 
Scott McMullen made his first 
collegiate start. With M cM ullen 
and Craig Krenzel taking turns at 
the controls, the Buckeyes led 22- 
21 with one second left in thethird 
quarter. But the Illini were not to 
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be denied, scoring twice in the 
fourth stanza and leaving town with 
a 34-22 victory that knocked the 
Buckeyes out of title contention. 
The loss spoiled brilliant efforts by 
tailback Jonathan Wells and split 
end M ichael Jenkins. Wells rushed 
for a career-high 192 yards and 
Jenkins caught 10 passes for 155 
yards. Among thoselooking on was 
former O hio StateAll-American and 
Heisman Trophy winner Eddie 
George, who had hisN o. 27 retired 
at halftime. 

Now, at long last for Buckeye 
fans, it was Michigan Week, and 
for the six days leading up to the 
game in Ann Arbor, nothing else 
mattered in Columbus. 

Bellisari, a three-year starter and 
No. 8 in career total offense at O hio 
State, would also miss the regular- 
season finale. The starter against 
Wolverines would be Krenzel, a 
Detroit native and Bellisari’s best 
friend. 

True to his promise, Tressel had 
his team ready to play, and Buckeye 
fans were indeed proud of their 
team’s performance. With Wells 
running wild in the first half O hio 
State jumped out to a stunning 23- 
0 lead. Wells scored all three 
touchdowns — on runsof 1,46 and 
11 yards, respectively — and had 
123 yardsin thefirst half. And even 
though the Wolverines cut the 
deficit to 26-20 late in the fourth 
quarter, the Buckeyes were able to 
hold on for the six-point victory, in 


the process eliminating M ichigan 
from a share of thetitleand aBCS 
berth. Wells, who saw only limited 
action in thesecond half because of 
leg cramps finished with 129 yards 
on 25 carries, while the heretofore 
little utilized Krenzel, in his first 
start, completed 11 of 18 passes for 
118 yards and kept the Buckeyes 
out of trouble. 

With a 7-4 record, Tressel’s first 
Ohio State team was bowl bound. 
After everything had shaken down, 
the Buckeyes accepted a bid to 
return to the Outback Bowl for a 
rematch with South Carolina on 
N ew Year's D ay. 

The Gamecocks jumped out to 
a28-0 lead at thestart of the second 
half and seemed to be in complete 
control. But the Buckeyes, behind 
the hot hand of Bellisari who had 
been reinstated for the game but 
did not start, rallied for a 28-all tie 
latein the fourth quarter. After the 
teams traded interceptions, South 
Carolina won the game with a 42- 
yard field goal that barely cleared 
the cross bar as time ran out. 

And so, the curtain came down 
on the 2001 season, a season that 
began with a new coach, was 
interrupted by a cowardly act of 
terrorism that put sports in 
perspective and concluded with a 
win over Michigan in the regular- 
season finale. 

Yes, there were distractions, 
terrible ones, but above all there 
was hope. Isn't that always the case 
with college athletics?

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COLUMBUS, Ohio -T he Buckeyes opened 
the 2001 campaign with a 28-14 win over Akron 
in front of athen-O hio Stadium record crowd of 
102,602. The game marked the debut of new 
Ohio State head coach Jim Tressd and the un- 
veiling of refurbished O hio Stadium. 

The Buckeyes rolled up 525 yards in total of- 
fense and ran 85 plays(20 morethan Akron) ona 
hot, humid day. 

Quarterbacks Steve Bellisari and Scott 
McMullen threw for 289 yards, spreading the 
ball around to seven different receivers. Bellisari 
had a pair of touchdown passes and sophomore 
split end M ichael Jenkins had six receptions for 
106 yards in his first career start. 


Senior tailback Jonathan Wells ran for 119 yards 
and two touchdowns on 24 carries. The Buck- 
eyes netted 236 yards rushing. 

M eanwhile, theO hio State defense limited the 
Zips to 248 yards (114 rushing and 134 passing) 
and one touchdown. Senior linebacker J oe C 00- 
per had a team-high 10 tackles. 

The Buckeyes led 14-0 at the end of the first 
quarter and were ahead 21-0 beforeAkron got on 
the board with just over two minutes to play in 
the first half. The two teams traded long touch- 
downs in the second half, the Buckeyes scoring 
on a 61-yard pass in the third quarter, and the 
Zips on an 87-yard interception return in the 
fourth.

38-20. 

Senior tailback Jonathan Wells got the Buck- 
eyes off on the right foot, bolting 71 yards off left 
tackle on thesecond play from scrimmage to stake 
OSU to a7-0 lead.

TAMPA, Fla. — With the score tied and 
virtually no time left, South Carolina kicker 
Daniel Weaver kicked a 42-yard field goal as the 
clock expired to propel No. 14 South Carolina 
to 31-28 victory over No. 22 Ohio State in the 
Outback Bowl.

The History of Ohio State Football 


To quote authors Marv Homan and Paul Hornung, who co-wrote “Ohio State -— 


100 Years of Football:” 


“Ohio State University has experienced an overwhelmingly eventful, colorful, 


often controversial, ever-intriguing and, above all, enormously successful foot- 


ball history.” Much of the information in this section, which peeks at various 


seasons of Ohio State football between 1900 and 1999, was supplied with 


permission from “Ohio State — 100 Years of Football.” 


1890 

Football becomes a varsity sport 
and Alexander Lilley is the first head 
coach. 


1899 
The Buckeyes notch a 9-0-1 
record, their first unbeaten season. 


1901 

Football crowds and support 
grow at an alarming rate. Columbus 
newspapers begin devoting more 
space to football and most impor- 
tantly, for the first time after 12 sea- 
sons of football, the sport turned a 
modest profit for the ever-struggling 
university athletic association. 


In 1890, Alexander S. Lilley was 
named Ohio State’s first head football 
coach. 


1902 

Coaching hero John Eckstorm 
shocks the university community, 
announcing his resignation as head 
football coach. Perry Hale, a star 
player at Yale, takes the reigns. 


200 


1904 

E.R. Sweetland became the 
school’s first year-round football 
coach. Expectations were high for 
the 1904 team, driving the athletic 
association to purchase 1,500 addi- 
tional bleacher seats to be installed 
on the east side of U niversity Field. 
Unfortunately, the team and the ex- 
pected crowds fell way short of all 
expectations. Ohio State won just 
six times in 11 tries. Ticket prices 
ranged from 25 cents to a dollar for 
“deluxe” games with Michigan and 
the Carlisle Indians. 


1906 

Chillicothe native and former 
M ichigan player Al H errnstein takes 
over ashead coach. H errnstein, who 
coached at Purdue in 1905, wasin- 
strumental in proving anon-eastern 
coach could be successful in college 
football. 


1910 

The construction of new bleach- 
ers increases the capacity of Ohio 
Field to 10,000. Football season 
tickets are sold for $2.50. H oward 
Jones, an All-American from Yale, is 
named head coach. 


1911 

On the recommendation of 
H oward Jones, the athletic board 
hires H arry Vaughn, also from Yale, 
as head football coach. Vaughn 
shows little interest in coaching and 
resigns after leading O hio Stateto a 
5-3-2 season. 
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1912 

Theathletic board, growing tired 
of the constant turnover, decides to 
try a new approach and make the 
head football coach also serve as the 
director of athletics. Weary of choos- 
ing eastern coaches, the board hired 
John Richards, a former W isconsin 
coach, to assume both roles. The 
strategy backfires, as Richards goes 
6-3 and resigns after one season. 
W ith five minutes remaining in the 
Penn State game and OSU trailing 
37-0, Richards took the Buckeyes 
off the field because of alleged rough 
play and PSU was awarded a 1-0 
win. Ohio State joins the Western 
Conference, which later became the 
Big Ten, but could not compete in 
theconferencein football until 1913. 


1913 

Only after Carl Rothgeb of Colo- 
rado College declined to accept the 
position, John W. Wilce, a former 
three sport star at Wisconsin, was 
named head football coach at O hio 
State. Wilce went on to a storied 
16-year career at O SU, leading the 
school to three Big Ten champion- 
ships. T he Buckeyes made their foot- 
ball debut in the Western Confer- 
ence, creating a wave of electric en- 
thusiasm throughout Columbus. 
Ohio Field's capacity had been in- 
creased to 14,000 in anticipation of 
joining the conference. Ohio State 
collected its first league win N ov. 13 
with a58-0 trouncing of N orthwest- 
ern. 


Some things never change. Fans packed the stands at Ohio Field to catch a 


glimpse of the Buckeyes. 


1914 

Ohio State produced its first All- 
American, end Boyd Cherry, and 
went 5-2. Interest in football at the 
school continued to skyrocket. 


1915 

Varsity manager William A. 
Dougherty wrote the fight song 
“Across the Field.” The song was 
dedicated to Coach John W ilce and 
was first performed at the Illinois 
game (O ct. 16, 1915). 


1916 

Ohio State went a perfect 7-0 and 
captured its first Western C onfer- 
encetitle- sort of. For areason still 
unknown, theconference did not of- 
ficially recognize football champion- 
ships in those days. Highlights of 
the championship season included a 
school record 128-0 win over 
O berlin, the first win over W iscon- 
gin (14-13), and aseason-ending 23- 
3 victory over Northwestern that 
decided the conference champion- 
ship. ChicH arley earned the first of 
what would become three All- 
America awards. H ewas O SU 'sfirst 
three-time All-American and one of 
only six in school history. 


1917 
A powerful O hio State team fin- 
ished 8-0-1, capturing its second-

Ohio State defeated Ohio Wesleyan, 3-0, at Ohio Field in 1911. 
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consecutive Western Conference 
championship. Strangely enough, 
two postseason games were played 
that year. Ohio State tied Auburn, 
0-0, in a game played in M ontgom- 
ey, Ala. to benefit the Ohio Na 
tional Guard training in the South. 
Another game not originally on the 
schedule was played the next week- 
end, as O hio Staterolled over Camp 
Sherman, a team from Chillicothe. 
ChicH arley earned All-Americahon- 
ors for the second-consecutive sea- 
son, and moreimportantly, became 
thetalk of theM idwest. Fansturned 
out in record numbers to seeH arley, 
one of the most versatile players in 
the country, pass, punt, rush, return 
punts, drop-kick extra points, and 
play stellar defense. The legendary 
Walter Camp, who selected the only 
official college All-America team in 
those days, made a personal visit to 
Columbus to watch H arley play. 


1919 

Ohio State outscored its oppo- 
nents 176-12 and went 6-1. OSU 
recorded its first win over M ichi- 
gan, 13-3. Theadmittance of O hio 
Stateto the Western C onference and 
the dramatic success of the football 
team under C oach W ilce magnified 
the inadequacy of O hio Field.

1920 

A landmark year for Ohio State 
football. Professor Thomas E. 
French, a member of the athletic 
board, and D irector of AthleticsLynn 
Wilbur St. John decided it was time 
to take advantage of the soaring in- 
terest in Ohio State football. An 
extensive stadium campaign was 
launched in the fall, with hopes of 
building anew football facility. The 
campaign opened Oct. 18, 1920, 
with a goal of reaching $600,000, a 
figure considered unrealistic by 
many. By Nov. 26, 1920, over 
$923,000 had been pledged. With 
the campaign in full force, coach 
W ilcesteam kept interest levels high 
by finishing the regular season 7-0 
and capturing the school’s third 
Western Conference title The un- 
defeated season drove Ohio State 
football into the national spotlight 
and caught the eye of the Tourna- 
ment of Roses Association in Pasa- 
dena, Calif. At the conclusion of 
the regular season, Ohio State re 
ceived an invitation to play in the 
Rose Bowl against C alifornia] an. 1, 
1921. After heated discussions be 
tween membersof theathletic board 
and St. John, the football team was 
granted permission to play in the 
game. 


1921 

Thefact O hio Statewent 5-2 and 
collected its third-consecutive win 
over Michigan was dwarfed by the 
construction occurring just a few 
blocksfrom O hio Fiddin 1921. On 
Aug. 3, Ohio Governor H arry D avis 
joined acrowd of over 2,500 to offi- 
cially break ground on the new sta- 
dium. The massive project was 
scheduled to take only 14 months 
and originally was to be completed 
at acost of $1,341,017. After specu- 
lation the new stadium would seat 
about 35,000, it was officially an- 


nounced it would actually seat over 
60,000, a figure that drew harsh 
criticism from many. Upon comple. 
tion, the final cost of the stadium 
exceeded $1,500,000. More than 
$1,000,000 of that cost had been 
pledged by proud and dedicated 
Ohio State football fans. 


1922 

T hosethat cited concernsof O hio 
Stadium being too large looked on 
in aweas the stadium was dedicated 
prior to theM ichigan game O ct. 21. 
Temporary stands were erected in 
the south end of the stadium, anda 
crowd of 72,500 was estimated. T he 
dedication game against the Wol- 
verines was actually the third game 
played in O hio Stadium. O hio State 
christened its new home with a5-0 
win over Ohio Wesleyan in front of 
25,000 people. OSU won the first 
two gamesin O hio Stadium, but fin- 
ished the season with a disappoint- 
ing 3-4 mark. 


1928 

L.W. St. John announces all sta- 
dium debt has been paid, a renark- 
able achievement considering the 
facility had been standing for only 
eight short years. Coach W ilce an- 
nounces his resignation, to take ef- 
fect in June, 1929, citing the desire 
to enter the private practice of medi- 
cine. After capturing three W estern 
Conferencechampionshipsand pro- 
ducing 14 All-Americans, W ilce left 
football and did postgraduate re- 
search at Harvard and Columbia 
before becoming the D irector of the 
Ohio State University Student 
H ealth Services in 1934.

1929 

Sam Willaman, an assistant on 
W ilce’s staff and a 1913 O hio State 
graduate, was named the 13th head 
coach in the history of Ohio State 
football. H eled the team to a 4-3- 
1 finish in his first season. 


1930 

Wes Fesler becomes only the sec- 
ond three-time All-American in 
Ohio State history, captaining the 
Buckeyes and leading them to a 5- 
2-1 record. H e also is the first re 
corded winner of the team's M ost 
Valuable Player Award. Fesler, one 
of the school’s top all-time all- 
around athletes, earned nine total 
varsity letters - three each in foot- 
ball, basketball and baseball.

Fueled by an incredible defense, 
Ohio State finished 7-1, dropping 
only a 14-0 decision to Michigan. 
The Buckeyes allowed only 26 
points the entire season, while scor- 
ing 161. 


1934 

Francis Schmidt isnamed the head 
football coach at O hio State, usher- 
ing in not only anew era but also a 
new style of football. With an of- 
fensive scheme dubbed “razzle- 
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dazzle” by the press and featuring 
double and triple reverses, laterals, 
and passes, Schmidt's inaugural team 
scored 267 points- the second most 
in OSU history at that point. 
Schmidt's off-thefield antics were 
just as colorful as his on-field plays, 
making him an instant hit with the 
community. After accepting the 
coaching position, he wasasked how 
he expected to cope with the O SU 
nemesis from Ann Arbor. D ressed 
in his inevitable bow tie, his matter- 
of-fact answer developed into a 
cliché “T hey put their pants on one 
leg at atimesame as everybody else.” 
Schmidt's comment leads to the for- 
mation of the “Gold Pants Club,” 
which awarded miniature gold foot- 
ball pants to all players who had a 
hand in a victory over the Wolver- 
ines. The tradition of an annual 
Captain's Breakfast, where all former 
grid captains are invited to a break- 
fast and welcome the current team 
captains, also began. 


1935 

Ohio State collected its second- 
consecutive 7-1 season under 
Schmidt, claiming the school’s first 
BigTen titlein 14 years. T he Buck- 
eyes capped the year with a 38-0 
season-ending win over M ichigan. 
T hat season finale launched thenow 
famous season-ending rivalry. Since 
then, O hio State has ended its regu- 
lar-season schedule with a battle 
against theW olverinesevery year but 
one. Also in 1935, Ohio State and 
Notre Dame play what was hailed 
as the “greatest college game ever 
played,” for many years after. The 
Buckeyes head a 13-0 lead entering 
the fourth quarter, but N otre D ame 
scored three timesin thefinal stanza 
- twicein the last two minutes - for 
an 18-13 win. 
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1936 

The Ohio State M arching Band 
performed “Script O hio” for thefirst 
time at the Pittsburgh game (O ct. 
10, 1936). OSU dropped its BigTen 
opener to N orthwestern, 14-13, but 
steamrolled through its remaining 
conference schedule with four shut- 
outs in four games. 


1941 

After a dominant high school 
coaching career in M assillon, O hio, 
Paul Brown was named O hio State's 
15th head coach. An incredibly or- 
ganized, meticulous man, Brown led 
Ohio State to a 6-1-1 mark in his 
debut season. H ealso earned O SU's 
first West C oast win, a 33-0 trounc- 
ing at Southern California in only 
Brown’ssecond collegiate game. T he 
season ended with a 20-all tie at 
Michigan. 


1942 

Though World War II loomed 
over the nation, O hio State football 
fans reveled in oneof themost glori- 
ous seasons ever. TheBuckeyes cap- 
tured the school’s first national 
championship as well as a Big Te 
title, finishing the year 9-1 and 
ranked No. 1 in the Associated Pres 
poll. Led by a star-studded backfield 


that included Les Horvath, Paul 
Sarringhaus, and G eneFekete O SU 
rolled to 337 points, a record that 
stood until 1969. The only loss of 
the season, a 17-7 decision at Wis- 
consin, even had an asterisk. Sev- 
eral key players and coaches caught 
a debilitating virus from a drinking 
fountain on the train from Chicago 
to M adison. 


1943 

With a game apparently ending 
in a 26-all tie, Ohio State and IIli- 
noisleft the field. But the teams were 
called back 20 minutes later when it 
was discovered the Illini were called 
for a penalty on the Buckeyes’ final 
play. With little of the crowd re 
maining, John Stungis kicked a27- 
yard field goal - the first of his ca- 
reer - for a29-26 O SU win. Brown, 
a Lieutenent Junior-Grade, left 
Ohio State for the G reat Lakes N a- 
val Training Station in April of 1944. 


1944 

Carroll Widdoes, an assistant of 
Paul Brown's at M assillon and Ohio 
State, was named acting head coach. 
In his first season, the Buckeyes fin- 
ish 9-0 and claim the BigTen cham- 
pionship, but finish N 0. 2 in theAs 
sociated Pressbehind Army. O SU fans

claim an unofficial “civilian national 
championship.” Les H orvath be- 
cametheschool’sfirst H eisman Tro- 
phy winner. Ohio State received an 
invitation to the RoseB owl, but fac- 
ulty representativesfrom around the 
Big Te disallow the trip. 


1946 

In one of the program’s more 
unique coaching moves, offensive 
coordinator Paul Bixler and head 
coach Carroll Widdoes switched 
roles prior to the season. Warren 
Amling earnsAll-America honors at 
tackle, just a year after being named 
an All-Americaguard. Following the 
season, Bixler turns in his resigna- 
tion. 


1947 

In the same meeting Bixler an- 
nounces his intentions to resign, L. 
W. St. John proposes to the athletic 
board that Wes Fesler be the next 
head coach at O hio State. T heboard 
concurs, and Fesler, athree-timeAll- 
American at Ohio State in the 
1930s, becomes the program's fifth 
head coach in eight years. In one of 
thestranger games during the 1900s, 
Ohio State was afforded three plays 
after time had expired because of 
Northwestern penalties and came 
away with a7-6 victory in O hio Sta- 


dium. 


1949 

Ohio State captures a share of the 
Big Ten championship and collects 
its first Rose Bowl win, beating C ali- 
fornia, 17-14. 


1950 

Vic} anowicz putson arguably the 
greatest individual display in college 
football history against lowa. He 
sent two kickoffs out of theendzone 
for touchbacks, recovered two 
fumbles on defense, scored on an 11- 
yard touchdown run, returned apunt 
61 yards for a touchdown, threw a 
12-yard scoring strike, and kicked 
three extra points - all in the first 
five minutes of the game. The fa- 
mous “Snow Bowl” game with 
M ichigan was played in late N oven- 
ber. Somehow, between the swirling 
winds and zero visibility, Janowicz 
boots a 38-yard field goal in what 
would later be called one of the 
“Greatest F eatsin American Sports” 
by a panel of sportswriters. To no 
one’s surprise, Janowicz wins the 
H eisman Trophy. On Dec. 9, Fesler 
submits a lengthy resignation state- 
ment. 


1951 
After a highly-scrutinized selec- 


tion process, Wayne Woodrow 
“Woody” H ayes begins his 28-year 
tenure as head coach. A tireless 
worker, meticulous planner, and a 
Lieutenent Commander in theN avy, 
H ayes led his initial Buckeye team, 
which struggled to adjust to his T- 
formation style, to a 4-3-2 finish. 
M any thought H ayes’ days at O hio 
State were numbered. They were 
wrong. 


1954 

Ohio State claims its second na- 
tional championship with a perfect 
10-0 season, beating Southern Cal, 
20-7, in a rainy, mud-soaked Rose 
Bowl game Therift between West 
Coast writers and H ayes is born 
when the OSU coach criticizes the 
Tournament of Roses Association for 
not covering the field before the 
gameand allowing the bandsto per- 
form at halftime. 
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Wayne Woodrow Hayes took control 
of the Buckeyes in 1951. 


1955 

Ohio State uses a 17-0 blanking 
of M ichigan to claim its second-con- 
secutive Big Ten championship. 
Howard “H opalong” Cassady be- 
comes Ohio State's third H asman 
Trophy winner. During the season, 
H ayes voices his displeasure over the 
fact several other football confer- 
ences had started awarding scholar- 
shipsto student-athletes, but theBig 
Ten had failed to follow suit. Aftera 
series of meetings and heated de- 


bates, the conference adopts a com- 
plicated grant-in-aid program based 
on financial need, marking the first 
form of athletics scholarship avail- 
able at O hio State. 


1956 

Ohio State sets a Big Ten record 
with 17-consecutive victories, break- 
ing M ichigan’s previous mark of 15. 
O ffensive guard Jim Parker became 
the first OSU player to win the 
Outland Trophy. 


1957 

After dropping theseason opener, 
the Buckeyes win nine-consecutive 
games to capture the school’s third 
national championship - thesecond 
under H ayes. O SU knocked off O r- 
egon 10-7 in the Rose Bow! for its 
third-consecutive win in Pasadena. 


1961 

Ohio State finishes 8-0-1, defeats 
Michigan, 50-20, wins the Big Ten 
and isnamed national champions by 
the Football Writers. A bitter dis- 
puteamong theschool’s faculty coun- 
cil erupted when a Rose Bowl invi- 
tation arrived. By anarrow margin, 
the council voted not to accept the 
invitation and skip the bow! game. 
A livid H ayes claimed for years the 
decision hampered his recruiting ef- 
forts. 


1963 

Ohio State defeated M ichigan in 
Ann Arbor, 14-10, marking the 
fourth-consecutive B uckeyewin over 
the Wolverines. The game was de- 
layed a week as the nation mourned 
the death of President John F. 
Kennedy. T heattendance of 36,424 
was the smallest at Michigan Sta- 
dium in 20 years. 


1966 
Billy Ray Anders, a true walk-on 
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that did not play high school foot- 
ball, set an OSU record with 55 re 
ceptions. The record would stand 
until Cris Carter's arrival in 1985. 


1968 

Arguably the finest Ohio State 
team in history uses a dominating 
50-14 win over Michigan and a27- 
16 come-from-behind victory over 
Southern California in the Rose 
Bowl to earn the school’s fifth na 
tional championship. Before the fi- 
nal polls crowning the Buckeyes 
champions are released, Coach 
H ayes departs for Vietnam for a vol- 
unteer trip to talk football with U.S. 
servicemen. Later, the Sporting N avs 
called this team one of the 10 great- 
est college football teams of all-time. 


1969 

A squad Coach H ayes called “the 
best team we ever put together, prob- 
ably the best team that ever played 
college football,” rolled easily to a 
9-0 record, but a season-ending loss 
to Michigan ended O SU 's22-game 
unbeaten streak and bid for a sec- 
ond-consecutive national title. 


1970 

Jim Stillwagon wins both the 
Outland and the first Lombardi 
Award. O hio State rollsto nine-con- 
secutive wins - including a20-9 tri- 
umph over M ichigan that has been 


Jim Stillwagon won the first Lombardi

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called one of the most emotional 
games in Ohio Stadium history - 
before falling to Stanford in theR ose 
Bowl. Ohio State still was awarded 
anational championship by theN a 
tional Football Foundation. A se 
nior class featuring Sx All-Americans 
and nineall-BigTen selections leaves 
OSU with athree-year mark of 27- 
2. 


1972 

Freshmen are cleared to play for 
the first time, signaling the start of 
the Archie Griffin era. Against the 
better judgment of C oach H ayes but 
after strong urging from backfield 
coach Rudy H ubbard, Griffin comes 
off the bench against N orth Caro- 
linaand rushes for athen-O hio State 
record 239 yards in only his second 
collegiate appearance. OSU uses 
two goal-line stands - one in each 
half - to beat M ichigan, 14-11, and 
claim ashare of the BigTen titleand 
a trip to the Rose Bowl. 


1973 

Ohio State goes unbeaten, finish- 
ing 10-0-1 including a42-21 trounc- 
ing of USC in the Rose Bowl. O SU 
becomesthefirst school to own three 
of the Top 5 vote-getters in the 
Heisman Trophy balloting. With 
five Big Ten titles, two national 
championships, and four Rose Bow! 
trips all in a six-year span, Ohio 
State football popularity hits an all- 
time high. Columbus becomes 
known as the “Capital of College 
Football.” 


1974 

OnJune5, Coach H ayessuffersa 
heart attack, but pledges to return 
by OSU's opener Sept. 14. The fi- 
ery coach, who by this point had 
become larger-than-life in Colum- 
bus, did return and led OSU to its 
third-consecutive Big Ten champi- 
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onship and yet another Rose Bowl. 
ArchieGriffin won theH eignan Tro- 
phy, becoming the fifth non-senior 
to win the award. 


1975 

H ayes gives West Coast report- 
ers a now famous quote about 
Archie Griffin: “H és a better young 
man than heisa football player, and 
hés the best football player I’ve ever 
gen.” Griffin becomes the first two- 
timewinner of theH eisman Trophy, 
leading the Buckeyes to their con- 
ference record fourth-consecutive 
Rose Bowl. He also becomes the 
N CAA'sall-time leading rusher in a 
midseason game against Purdue.

1976 

Just one year after the Big Ten 
changes the rule to allow more than 
just the conference champion to at- 
tend a bowl game, the Buckeyes 
notch a share of the Big Ten cham- 
pionship and beat Colorado, 27-10, 
in the O range Bowl.

Former Ohio State player and 
ass stant coach Earle Bruceisnamed 
head coach.

Bruce is named 
the Big Ten and national coach of 
the year in his first season. 


1980 

Ohio State and Illinois combined 
for 1,057 yards and 91 points in a 
49-42 OSU win. 


1981 

The Buckeyes capture their sec- 
ond Big Ten championship in three 
years under Bruce and top N avy in 
the Liberty Bowl. Art Schlichter 
completed 31 of 52 passes for 458 
yards - all OSU records - against 
the Florida State Seminoles. 


1984 

After a five-year absence, Ohio 
State returns to the Rose Bow! with 
an undisputed Big Ten champion- 
ship. Chris Spielman makes his de- 
but a memorable one in the season 
opener against O regon State, mak- 
ing 10 tackles in the second half af- 
ter coming off the bench. Keith 
Byarsrushesfor athen school-record 
274 yards and scored five touch- 
downs in a 45-38 win over Illinois. 
Byars’ memorable day also included 
a 67-yard touchdown run where he 
lost oneshoe 35 yards from the goal 
line. 


1985 

Thefirst night gamein O hio Sta- 
dium history - thanks to portable 
light standards- endsin a10-7 Ohio 
State win over Pittsburgh. Flanker 
M ikeLanesebecomesthefirst O SU 
football player to win a Rhodes 
Scholarship. A preseason foot in- 
jury to Heisman Trophy favorite 
Keith Byars dampens Ohio State's 
hopes for a championship season. 


1987 


Linebacker Chris Spielman wins 
the Lombardi Award and the season 
ends with a thrilling 23-20 win at 
Michigan. College football fans ev- 
erywhere mourn the death of Woody 
Hayes. President Richard Nixon, 
joined by a crowd of over 10,000, 
speaks at H ayes’ memorial service. 


1988 

John Cooper, then head coach at 
Arizona State, was named the 
school’s 21st head football coach 
after an intensesearch conducted by 
new Director of Athletics] im J ones. 


1989 

Ohio State celebrates its 100th 
season of intercollegiate football. 
T he Buckeyes overcomea 31-0 defi- 
cit to win 41-37 at Minnesota, 
equaling the largest comeback in 
NCAA history. OSU competes in 
theH all of Fame Bowl, its 10th dif- 
ferent postseason bow! appearance. 


1990 

N atural grass returnsto O hio Sta- 
dium. Robert Smith gains 1,126 
yards to break Archie Griffin's O SU 
freshman rushing record.

1991 

Thanks to 5,000 new bleacher 
seats, home total (654,500), aver-

1994

Ohio State dominated college 
football's individual awards. Eddie 
George becomes OSU's sixth 
Heisman Trophy winner. O rlando 
Pace becomes the first sophomore 
to win the Lombardi Award, and 
Terry Glenn wins the Biletnikoff 
Award. The Buckeyes tie a school 
record with 11 wins and play in the 
Citrus Bowl.

The 
Buckeyes fall to South Carolina in 
the Outback Bowl on Jan. 1, the 
first meeting between thetwo teams.

2001 

Jim Tressel becomes the Buck- 
eyes 22nd head football coach.

Led by All-Americans John 
Brockington, Jim Stillwagon, J ack 
Tatum and Mike Sensibaugh, the 
O hio State Buckeyes claimed the Big 
Ten titleand their most recent national 
championship, theN ational Football 
Foundation crown, with a9-1 record. 

The national championship was 
Woody H ayes fifth with the Buck- 
eyes and the Big Ten championship 
wasthe third in astring of nine cham- 
pionships in 10 years. Some say the 
senior class of 1970 may have been 
theschool'’s greatest ever. In three years, 
the team won 27 of 29 games, three 
BigTen championships and a pair of 
national championships. 

OSU rolled through theregular sea 
son 9-0 with a7-0 BigTen mark, but 
stumbled in a 27-17 loss to Stanford 
in the Rose Bowl. Still, the NFF se 
lected the Buckeyes N 0. 1, whileU P| 
had OSU No. 2 and the Asodated 


Presshad the Buckeyes No. 5. 

Brockington led the O SU offense 
with 1,142 yards rushing and 17 
touchdowns. Quarterback Rex Kern 
passed for 470 yards and three touch- 
downs and also rushed for 597 yards 
and seven touchdowns Jan W hitewas 
the team leader with 17 catches for 
171 yards. 

Tatum, Stillwagon and Sensibaugh 
led adefense that allowed only 263.2 
yards per game and forced 32 turn- 
overs. Stan White led the team with 
106 tackles. 

Ohio State opened the season with 
a 56-13 romp over the Texas A&M 
Aggies in front of 85,657 fans in 
Columbus. OSU totaled 513 yards 
of offense to only 321 for the Aggies. 
Seven different playersfound paydirt 
for the Scarlet and Gray. 

In week two, the Buckeyes dropped 
thar second non-conferenceopponent 
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with a 34-10 win over the visiting 
Duke Blue Devils. Ohio State once 
again dominated thestatisticswith 481 
yards to 249 for the Blue D evils. Leo 
H ayden rushed for 165 yards while 
Brockington and Kern added 117 and 
113 each. 

The H ayes-led Buckeyes rolled 
through the Big Ten schedule. O SU 
opened with a 29-0 win over M ichi- 
gan Statein East Lansing followed bya 
28-8 win over theM innesota Golden 
Gophers. In the Minnesota game, 
Brockington rushed for 187 yards and 
two touchdowns. 

One week later, the Buckeyes of- 
fense rolled up the big numbers in a 
48-29 win at Illinois. Brockington 
scored three times in the game and 
Ohio State totaled 475 yards of total 
offense. 

Ohio Statecontinued with winsover 
Northwestern, Wisconsin and 


Purdue. In the N orthwestern game, 
Brockington rushed for 161 yards and 
atouchdown, whileK ern rushed fora 
pair of scores. Brockington added three 
more scores a week later against the 
Badgers and he scored the Buckeyes’ 
only touchdown in thePurduegame. 

In an emotional Michigan game, 
Ohio State, much to the delight of a 
delerious Ohio Stadium crowd, 
avenged their only loss of 1969, down- 
ing the Wolverines 20-9. OSU lim- 
ited the Wolverines to 155 yards and 
10 first downs. 

In the Rose Bowl, H eisman Tro- 
phy winnerJim Plunkett led Stanford 
to 14 fourth-quarter pointsto clinch a 
victory. Plunkett was 20-of-30 for 265 
yards and a touchdown. It was the 
only blemish on an otherwise perfect 
season.

Led by an amazing class of sopho- 
mores that included quarterback R ex 
Kern, defensive back Jack Tatum and 
defensive lineman Jim Stillwagon, 
Ohio State rolled to a 10-0 record 
and the 1968 N ational Champion- 
ship when it defeated Southern C ali- 
forniain the Rose Bowl, 27-16. 

Theteam compiled numbersthat 
boggle the mind and beat teams it 
wasn't supposed to beat. The Woody 
H ayes-led squad averaged 32 points 
and 440 yards per game, impressive 
numbers for that time, and the de 
fense was stingy, allowing 15 points 
and 292 yards. 

Eleven players from the team 
earned All-America honors during 
their careers and six were drafted in 
the first round of the NFL draft in 
either 1969 or 1971. 

Jim Otisled the Buckeyes’ rush- 
ing attack with 985 yards and 17 


touchdowns, whileK en wasthe pass- 
ing leader with 972 yards and seven 
touchdowns. Sensibaugh led the de 
fensewith fiveinterceptions and M ark 
Stier recorded 87 tackles. 

The unknown and young Buck- 
eyes opened theseason at homewith a 
35-14 victory over Southern M eth- 
odist. D espite an N CAA record per- 
formance from SMU quarterback 
Chuck H ixson, the Buckeye defense 
forced six turnovers and allowed only 
50 yards on the ground. 

OSU then rolled past O regon 21- 
6 before playing perhapsthe most im- 
portant game of the season. With a2- 
O record, but still a questionable reou- 
tation, the Buckeyes hosted the N o. 
1- ranked Purdue Boilermakers. It was 
thisgamethat probably madethebig- 
gest differencein theseason. 

TheO hio State defense throttled 
a Purdue offense led by All-America 


candidates M ike Phipps and Leroy 
Keyes, allowing only 186 yards and 
no points. T hedefensealso scored the 
Buckeyes first touchdown asTed Pro- 
vost picked off a Phipps pass and 
cruised 35 yards into the end zone. 
Quarterback Bill Long added a 14- 
yard run in the third quarter giving 
theBuckeyesa13-0 victory and apiece 
of the national limelight. 

From that point on, themomen- 
tum snowballed. The next week 
Hayes’ squad drilled N orthwestern 
45-21 in Columbus on the strength 
of 565 yards of total offense On Oct. 
26 it was the Fighting Illini that took 
it on the chin when Kern and Otis 
combined for 129 yards and four 
touchdowns on the ground as O SU 
jumped out to a 24-0 halftime lead. 

T he Buckeyes defeated M ichigan 
State, Wisconsin and lowabeforehos- 
ingtheM ichigan Wolverines N ov. 23 
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in Ohio Stadium. In a game that 
clinched the Big Ten championship 
and a Rose Bowl berth, the Buckeyes 
scored 29 second-half points for a50- 
14 win. Otis had 143 yards on the 
ground and four touchdownsand K en 
added 96 yards and two scoresasO SU 
tallied 421 yards and seven TDs on 
the ground. 

The win over M ichigan set up a 
showdown between No. 1 OSU and 
No. 2 Southern Californiain theR ose 
Bowl. 

In one of the great games of all 
time in Pasadena, OSU overcame a 
10-0 deficit and rolled to a 27-16 
win. T hough hescored on an 80-yard 
run, Heisman Trophy winner O |}. 
Simpson was held to 91 yards on 27 
carries the rest of the way.

Led by an explosive offense that av- 
eraged nearly 30 points per Big Ten 
game, the Buckeyes won their 10th 
undisputed Big Ten championship 
and were awarded the Football Writ- 
ers’ Association national champion- 
ship. 

The Buckeyes scored 40 or more 
points two times and passed the 30- 
point plateau one other time. J ust as 
they had in 1957 with an 18-14 win 
in Columbus, Texas Christian’s 
H orned Frogs denied the Buckeyes a 
perfect season with a 7-all tie, but it 
was the only time all season an oppo- 
nent waswithin onetouchdown of the 
mighty Scarlet and Gray. 

T he offense was led by three out- 
standing running backs (M att Snell, 
Bob Ferguson and Paul Warfield). 


Ferguson led the Big Ten in rushing 
with 671 yards in conference games, 
while Warfield was fourth with 307 
in BigT en contests. Ferguson finished 
his career ranked second on theO SU 
all-time rushing list with 2,162 yards 
and wasrunner up to ErnieD avis for 
theH eisman Trophy that year. 

Still, the Buckeyes did not play in 
theRoseBowl when theO SU Faculty 
Council voted to reject the bid. The 
Buckeyes ended theseason ranked N o. 
2 in both the U PI and AP polls, one 
slot behind Bear Bryant's Alabama 
Crimson Tide 

After the TCU tie, the Buckeyes 
defeated the eventual Pac-8 C hampi- 
ons, UCLA, 13-3 in Columbus. O SU 
scored all 13 pointsin thefourth quar- 
ter on rushing touchdowns by Snell 
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and Warfield. W hilethe offense took 
its time getting warmed up, the de 
fensewas smoking, holding the high- 
powered Bruin offense to 166 yards 
and afield goal. 

One week later, the Buckeyes 
destroyed I |linois44-0, outgaining the 
Illini 424-180 and forcing four turn- 
overs. Eight Buckeyes rushed for 10 
or more yardsin thegame, including 
quarterback J ohn M ummey (63) and 
Warfield (62). Ferguson totaled only 
45 yards on the ground, but had four 
scores. 

The Buckeyes beat N orthwestern 
and Wisconsin beforehostingahome- 
coming thriller against the lowa 
H awkeyes. H olding aslim 12-7 lead 
at theend of thethird period, the Buck- 
eyes scored on each of their first three 


possessionsin the final stanza to tally 
a 29-13 win and keep their unde 
feated season intact. Ferguson rushed 
for 144 yards and a score and Joe 
Sparma passed for 88 yards and two 
scores, both to Charles Bryant, who 
caught four passes for 94 yards. 

H ayes’ squad posted wins over In- 
diana and Oregon for wins six and 
seven before traveling to Ann Arbor 
for the annual battle with arch-rival 
Michigan. 

OSU led 21-12 enteringthefourth 
quarter. T he Buckeye offensethen ex- 
ploded for 29 points and a 50-20 
win. Ferguson rushed for 152 yards 
and four touchdowns and Warfield 
added 122 yards and ascoreas O SU 
totaled 512 yards of offensein chalk- 
ing up all-time win No. 400.

After being stunned in the season 
opener by Texas Christian (18-14), 
O hio State rolled to a9-1 record and 
the UPI and Football Writers na 
tional championships. 

This edition of the Buckeyes had 
everything, including an offense 
ranked 11th nationally and a defense 
that allowed only 9.2 points per game. 
D on Clark led the rushing attack with 
655 yards and eight touchdowns, but 
seven players had at least 195 yards 
rushing and nine Buckeyes scored 
touchdowns. O hio State was particu- 
larly tough late in the game as it al- 
lowed only six points in the fourth 
quarter all season. 

Clark, AurealiusT homas and Leo 
Brown earned All-Big Ten recogni- 


tion and T homas was an All-Ameri- 
can forWoody H ayes second national 
championship team. Jim Parker was 
drafted in the first round by the Bal- 
timoreC olts after the season. 

Following the loss to the H orned 
Frogs, the Buckeyes went on theroad 
to battlethe Washington H uskiesand 
came away with a35-7 victory. A week 
later, the Buckeyes opened the BigT@ 
season with a 21-7 win over Illinois 
and followed that win with a 56-0 
pasting of the|ndianaH oosiers. 

OSU faced astern tet thenext week 
at Wisconsin, but came out on top, 
16-13. Don Sutherin’s third-quarter 
field goal provided the margin of vic- 
tory. 

After relatively easier wins over 


Northwestern and Purdue, theBuck- 
eyes had their handsfull in week eight 
against lowa. Trailing 13-10 in the 
fourth quarter, OSU put together a 
patented H ayes march that culminated 
with a 5-yard touchdown plunge by 
Bob White and a 17-13 triumph. 

T henext week O SU headed north 
to Ann Arbor to battle M ichigan. T he 
Buckeyes trailed 14-10 entering the 
second half, but took control after in- 
termission and downed the Wolver- 
ines 31-14 to earn a trip to the Rose 
Bowl. 

After thewin over thevaunted Wol- 
verines, the Buckeyes met Pac-8 
Champion 0 regon in the R oseBowl. 
TheBuckeyesscored first, when Frank 
Kremblasscored on a 1-yard dive over 
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thecenter, but the D uckstied thescore 
with a5-yard run in thesecond quar- 
ter. The game remained tied through 
thethird quarter and into thefourth, 
but the quarter that wasso kind to the 
Buckeyes all season was good once 
again. 

On adrive that started with more 
than five minutes remaining in the 
third period, the Buckeyes drove 56 
yards in 14 plays to take a 10-7 lead 
on a 34-yard field goal by the sure 
footed Sutherin. 

From then on, it wasthe defense as 
theD uckswereunableto get an offen- 
sive attack going and the Buckeyes 
grabbed their third national champi- 
onship.

It didnt takeW oody H ayeslong to 
put hismark on theO hio State Buck- 
eyes. In hisfourth season at the O SU 
helm, H ayes pushed his team to the 
limit and came away with the ultimate 
prize, his first national championship. 

It would be the first of five for 
H ayes, who won 205 gamesat O SU. 
H is 1954 team was the first in O hio 
State history to win 10 gamesand had 
one of the Buckeyes’ best players in 
H oward “H opalong” C assady. 

Cassady, who won the H esman 
trophy the next season, accounted for 
849 yards and earned first-team All- 
America honors in 1954. H eled the 
team with 609 rushing yards and 12 
receptions. End Dean Dugger also 
earned All-America honors and four 
other players earned All-Big Ten rec- 
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ognition, as the Buckeyes ran 
roughshod over their opponents that 
season, outscoring theoppostion 249- 
75. 

T hedefense was led by | im Parker, 
who becamean All-America guard the 
next two years, won the O utland Tro- 
phy as a senior and was a first round 
NFL draft pick of theBaltimoreC olts. 
On theyear, O hio State held its foesto 
7.5 points and 110 rushing yards per 
game, recovered 17 fumbles and had 
18 interceptions and did not giveup 
morethan two touchdownsin agame. 

OSU opened theseason with a28- 
0 victory over Indiana in Columbus. 
Quarterback W ill Leggett rushed for 
45 yards and passed for another 64 to 
lead the way. 

The Buckeyes defeated western

powerhouse Cal 21-13 thenext week 
in Columbus as C assady rushed for 
104 yards and had touchdown runs 
of 29 and 26 yards.

OSU drilled Illinois 40-7 the next 
week and then beat lowa, Wisconsin 
and Northwestern in its next three 
outings. Robert Watkins had a pair of 
big games in that span, rushing for 
112 and 105 against | Ilinoisand lowa, 
respectively. 

W insover thePitt Panthers, 26-0, 
and the Purdue Boilermakers, 28-6, 
preceeded theannual M ichigan finale. 

The Buckeyes and the Wolverines 
battled to a 7-all tiethrough the first 
three quarters and nether team could 
gain an edge. But, led by therunning 
of Cassady and the passing of Leggett, 


Ohio State scored 14 fourth-quarter 
points for a 21-7 victory. Cassady 
ended the day with 94 rushing yards 
while Leggett had 42 and 58 yards 
passing. Leggett accounted for thefirst 
two Buckeye scores with passes to 
Frederick K rissand Richard Brubake,, 
and Cassady iced the game with a 1- 
yard divelatein thegame. O hio State 
was 9-0 and headed to Pasadena.

It was an amazing squad that 
grabbed thenational titlewith an over- 
whelming offense and a smothering 
defense. 

Coached by hall of famer Paul 
Brown, the offense averaged 33.7 
points while piling up 281.2 rush- 
ing yards per game and 5.2 yards per 
carry. T he defense, on theothe hand, 
allowed only 114 points and held its 
opponents to seven or fewer points 
four timesin the 10-game season. 

End Robert Shaw, tackle Chuck 
Csuri and guard Lindell H ouston 
earned All-America honors, and seven 
players earned All-BigTen accolades. 
It wastruly a team of stars. Fullbacks 
GeneF eketeand Paul Sarringhauswere 
among theconferenceleadersin rush- 


ing with 916 and 672 yards, respec- 
tively. Feketeled the BigTen in scor- 
ing with 92 points, while Sarringhaus 
was second with 72. On defense, 
George James and Tom Lynn each 
ranked among theTop 10 in the Big 
Ten with fiveinterceptions. 

Theamazingly talented team rolled 
through the regular season with only 
a single blemish (a 17-7 loss to Wis- 
consin) and finished the season ranked 
No. lin theAP poll. 

OSU opened the 1942 season with 
a 59-0 pasting of Fort Knox. Fekete 
and Dick Palmer scored two touch- 
downs each asthe Buckeyesrolled up 
440 yards rushing to minus-14 for 
the service squad. T he Buckeyes had 
19 first downs to only one for Fort 


Knox. OSU poured it on in the sec- 
ond half with 20 points in both the 
third and fourth quarters. 

Ohio State battled Big Ten rival In- 
diana the next week, grabbing a 32- 
21 win in front of the home crowd. 
Fekete rushed for 132 yards and three 
touchdowns in leading the Buckeyes 
back from a 21-19 third-period defi- 
cit to victory. 

OSU rolled to easy winsover USC, 
Purdueand N orthwestern beforemak- 
ing thetrip to M adison for the battle 
with the Badgers. In that game, Wis- 
consin All-Americans Elroy Hirsch, 
Marlin Harder and D ave Schreiner 
dominated the Buckeyes, with H irsch 
and H arder combining for 212 yards 
and 11 points. O SU narrowly avoided 
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ashutout with a fourth-quarter touch- 
down run by Sarringhaus. 

T heBuckeyes rebounded from the 
loss with a 59-19 dismantling of the 
Pittsburgh Panthers. A week later, they 
pounded Illinois to set up a show- 
down with the M ichigan Wolverines. 
The Wolverines, who had beaten 
N otreD ameawexk earlier, were heavy 
favorites, but theBuckeyes dazzled the 
Maize and Blue with three passing 
touchdownsand prevailed 21-7. The 
win gavethem the BigTen title 

One week later, the Buckeyes 
clinched the national championship 
with a 41-12 win over the lowa 
Seahawks. 
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Woody Hayes 


Between 1951 and 1978, whileWoody H ayes 
stalked the Ohio Stadium sidelines, the Buck- 
eyes won five national titles (and narrowly missed 
out on four others), captured 13 Big Ten crowns 
and won 205 games, including 152 conference 
games. Twice the Buckeyes won a conference 
record 17-consecutive league games. 

Under H ayes, the Buckeyes played in 11 bowl 
games, including aight R ose Bowls. O hio Stateis 
the only Big Ten school to play in four-consecu- 
tive Rose Bowls, travding to Pasadena following 
the 1972-73-74 and '75 seasons. 

Under H ayes’ guidance, 56 different O hio State 
players garnered first-team All-America honors. 
Additionally, he coached three H asman Trophy 
winners, threeO utland Trophy recipients and two 
Lombardi Award honorees. 

Four of H ayes teamsnotched unbeaten records 
and five others suffered just one loss. Betwen 
1968 and 1970, the Buckeyes were 27-2 and won 
three Big Ten titles. From 1972 to 1977, OSU 
reeled off six-consecutive league championships 
and fashioned a combined record of 49-8. 

The list of former H ayes assistants includes 
Bill Mallory, Glen Mason, Gary Moeller, Lou 
Holtz, Bo Schembechler, Earle Bruce and Joe 
Bugel, just to name a few. 

H ayes recorded a lifetime record of 238-72- 
10. During his stay with the Buckeyes, H ayes 
twice won National Coach of the Year honors. 
And during the H ayes era, the Buckeyes led the 
nation in attendance 21 times and finished sec- 
ond in each of the other seven years. 

H ayes, who grew up in N evcomerstown, O hio, 
graduated from Denison in 1935. He spent his 
entire coaching career within the state of Ohio, 
coaching at D enison for three years and at M iami 
(Ohio) for two. 

H ayes was a noted historian with a passion for 
military history. He held the rank of associate 
professor at O hio State and took great pride in 
being able to teach during the offseason. H e was 
as proud of his players’ high graduation rate as he 
was of their success on the football field. 

Wayne Woodrow “Woody” H ayes was born 
Feb. 14, 1913, in Clifton, O hio. H edied M arch 
12, 1987, but hisinfluencelives through themany 
thousands of people he touched during his 28 
years at Ohio State. Woody H ayes holds a spe- 
cial place in college football history. 
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Hayes gave a stirring Winter Quarter commencement address in 1986.

Archie Griffin 1974, 1975 HEISMAN TROPHY WINNER 


In 1974, 
Ohio State 
tailback Archie 
Griffin became 
just thefifth jun- 
ior ever to win 
the Heisman 
Trophy. !n 1975, 
Griffin became 
the first player 
ever to win a 
second H a'sman. Twenty-five years later heis still 
the only player to have two of the coveted bronze 
statues, which go annually to the nation’s top 
college football player. 

But even though more than two decades have 
passed, honors continueto befall Griffin, now an 
associate director of athletics at his alma mater. 

M ost recently, Griffin was selected to the Na 
tional High School Hall of Fame. He was in- 
ducted into that organization in the fall of 1996. 
He also is a member of the National Football 
Foundation and theR ose Bowl halls of fame and, 
of course, belongs to the O hio State U niversity 
Athletics H all of Fame. 

Griffin was the Buckeyes’ starting tailback for 
four years, leading O hio State to a 40-5-1 record 
and four Big Ten titles between 1972 and 1975. 
He started in four-consecutive Rose Bowls, the 
only player ever to do so, and was a three-time 
first-team All-American. 

At 5 feet 9 inches and 180 pounds, Griffin was 
small by college football standards even then, but 
he played with the heart of alion and no football 
accomplishment was beyond his reach. 

In just the second game of his freshman year, 
Griffin ran for a school record 239 yards. It was 
the start of a brilliant career that would see him 
amass an O SU record 5,589 yards and 26 touch- 
downs. 

Excluding bowl games, Griffin rushed for 5,177 
yards on 845 carries. T heformer figure ranks him 
fifth amongall N CAA career ball carriersand G rif- 
fin rarely played morethan half agame, his coach, 
Woody H ayes, always opting to take his star out 
as soon as the Buckeyes were in control. 

Between his sophomore and senior seasons, 
Griffin ran for 100 or more yards in 31 consecu- 
tive regular-season games. T hat, too, is still an 
NCAA record, asishis 33 career 100-yard games. 
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In addition to two H asman Trophies, Griffin 
also has a pair of Silver Footballs. T he latter award 
is presented annually by the Chicago Tribune to 
the Big Ten'sM VP. Heisone of just three players 
to win that award twice Griffin also was a two- 
time pick as N ational Player of the Year by both 
United Press International and the Walter Camp 
Foundation. He won those honors as a junior 
and senior. 

Following his senior year, Griffin, who gradu- 
ated a quarter early with a degree in industrial 
relations, received the N CAA’s prestigious Top 
Five Award for combined excellence in athletics, 
academics and leadership. It is the highest award 
the N CAA can bestow. 

After graduation, G riffin wasafirst-round draft 
choice of the Cincinnati Bengals.

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Eddie George 1995 HEISMAN TROPHY WINNER 


At the start of 
the 1995 season, 
Eddie G eorge was, 
at best, a longshot 
contender for the 
Heisman Trophy. 
By season's end, he 
was a runaway 
choice, easily out- 
distancing 
runnerup Tommy 
Frazier of N ebraska and third-place finisher Troy 
Davis of lowa State for college football’s most 
coveted award. 

In becoming Ohio States sixth H asman re 
cipient, George etched his name into the O SU 
record book by rushing for aschool-record 1,927 
yards and 24 touchdowns. Included in that yard- 
age total were three 200-yard games, one of 
which wasan O hio State record 314 yards against 
Illinois Nov. 11, 1995. 

The 6-3, 227-pound George ended the 1995 
campaign leading the country in scoring with an 
average of 12.1 points per game. H ealso finished 
fourth in all-purposerunning (185.4) and fifth in 
rushing (152.1). 

A native of Philadelphia, George carried the 
ball 328 times in 1995, an average of 5.9 yards 
per try. H ealso set aschool record for receptions 
by arunning back with 47 catches. 

George burst onto the national scene by rush- 
ing for 219 yards against Washington, the first of 
12-consecutive 100-yard games for the big 
tailback. When he stunned Notre Dame with 
207 yards, the national press started talking 
“Heisman.” His record-setting performance 
against Illinois was the icing on the cake. 

George’ other honors in 1995 included the 
Doak Walker Award, the M axwell Award, the 
Walter Camp Player of the Year Award and Big 
Ten MVP. Healso was a team co-captain. 

George, who attended Abington H igh School 
and then Fork Union Military Academy, played 
only sparingly his first two years at O hio State. 
Given the chance to start, he rushed for 1,442 
yards as a junior and completed his career as the 
second leading rusher in O hio State history with 
3,668 yards. 

Selected by the Houston Oilers in the first 
round of the NFL Draft, he was the 1996 NFL 
Rookie of the Year. 

In June of 2001, he earned a bachelor’s degree 
in landscape architecture from O hio State.

Howard Cassatly 1955 HEISMAN TROPHY WINNER 


It didn't take 
Ohio State fans 
long to realize why 
Howard 
“Hopalong” 
Cassady was some- 
thing special. |n his 
first collegiate 
game, the season 
opener against In- 
diana in 1952, the 
150-pound freshman came off the bench to score 
three touchdowns and lead the Buckeyes to a 33- 
13 victory. From then on, “H op” was a regular in 
the OSU lineup, playing in 36 of a possible 37 
games and leading the Buckeyes to a combined 
record of 29-8 during the next four years. 

In 1954, Cassady won unanimousAll-America 
honors, rushing for 701 yardsand six touchdowns 
and averaging 5.7 yards per carry. H ealso caught 
13 passes for 148 yards in helping the Buckeyes 
to a perfect 10-0 record and the first of five na- 
tional championships for Coach Woody H ayes. 
The 1954 season concluded with a convincing 
20-7 win over Southern Cal in the Rose Bowl. 

Cassady again won All-America acclaim in 
1955, when herushed for 958 yardsand 15 touch- 
downs. At the end of the year, Cassady’s list of 
accolades included the H asman Trophy and rec- 
ognition by the Assodated Press as the 1955 Ath- 
lete of the Year. 

Cassady, who also was an outstanding defen- 
sive back, finished his collegiate career with 2,466 
rushing yards. T hat total still ranks 10th on the 
all-time O SU rushing list. 

Cassady, who prepped at Columbus Central 
and as a boy would sneak into O hio Stadium to 
see the Buckeyes play, also played baseball at 
OSU, starting at shortstop for three years. 

After graduation, Cassady wasafirst round pick 
of the D e¢roit Lions. H e played defensive back 
with Detroit, Cleveland and Philadephia before 
retiring. 

“Hop” lives in Tampa, presently, but spends 
his summersin Columbus as a coach for the Co- 
lumbus Clippers, the Yankees’ AAA farm club. 

His jersey number “40” was retired Nov. 18, 
2000.

Vie JanowiezZ 1950 HEISMAN TROPHY WINNER 


How good was 
Vic Janowicz? 
Good enough to 
win the 1950 
H eisman Trophy as 
ajunior on ateam 
that posted amod- 
est 6-3 record. And 
good enough that 
to this day most 
historians consider 
him the greatest athlete ever to play football at 
Ohio State. 

Rich, but deserved, praise for Janowicz, who, 
in addition to being a triple threat on offense, 
also played safety on defense. 

In thewords of hisformer coach, Wesley Fesler: 
“Vic excelled in every phase of the game. H enot 
only was a great runner, passer and blocker, he 
also did all of our kicking, including punting, fidd 
goals, quick kicks, kickoffs and extra points. He 
was one of the finest, most versatile athletes | 
have ever seen.” 

Janowicz enjoyed his finest year in 1950, ac- 
counting for 16 touchdowns and 875 yards in 
total offense. H ealso led the Buckeyes in scoring 
with 65 points. In an 83-21 win over lowa, heran 
for two touchdowns, passed for four more and set 
a Big Ten record with 10 extra points. He com- 
pleted five of six passes for 128 yards against the 
H awkeyes. 

Perhaps even more remarkable was a 27-yard 
field goal against Michigan in the now famous 
1950 Snow Bowl. That kick, into a driving snow 
storm with the goal post barely visible, is one of 
the greatest individual accomplishments in O hio 
State sports history. 

Janowicz, who was a consensus All-American 
in 1950, also set two more records in the Snow 
Bowl, punting 21 times for 685 yards. 

After graduation, J anowicz played two years of 
professional baseball with the Pittsburgh Pirates, 
even though he had been away from the game 
nearly six years. H e returned to football in 1954, 
signing with the Washington Redskins and win- 
ning the starting job at halfback as a rookie. In 
1955, Janowicz barely missed out on the NFL 
scoring title, losing the crown on the last day of 
the season. His pro career was cut short the fol- 
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lowing fall, when he was involved in a near fatal 
car accident that left him unconcious for 30 days. 

A member of the N ational Football Founda- 
tion Hall of Fame and the Ohio State Hall of 
Fame, Janowicz died in February of 1996. His 
jersey number was retired Sept. 23, 2000.

Les Horvath 1944 HEISMAN TROPHY WINNER 


In 1944, Les 
Horvath made 
Ohio State history 
by becoming the 
school’s first 
Heisman Trophy 
winner. With 
Horvath at the 
controls, the Buck- 
eyes posted a per- 
fect 9-0 record and 
won the Big Ten 


championship. 

H orvath enjoyed abrilliant senior campaign in 
1944. In addition to leading the Big Ten in rush- 
ing (669 yards) and total offense (953 yards), the 
Parma, Ohio native also accounted for 1,248 all- 
purpose yards. 

Horvath, who played both quarterback and 
halfback on offense and safety on defense, wasthe 
Big Ten’s M VP in 1944. Shortly after being ac- 
corded that honor, he became thefirst of six Buck- 
eye H eisman recipients. 

Ironically, H orvath almost didn't play in 1944. 
After hdping lead the 1942 Buckeyes to a 9-1 
record and the school's first national champion- 
ship, H orvath entered dental school at O hio State 
and did not play in 1943. But when Coach Carroll 
W iddoes went to him prior to the 1944 season, 
the 23-year-old H orvath, who had an extra year 
because of wartime rules, agreed to return to the 
gridiron. 

“At first | wasn’t sure | wanted to play,” said 
H orvath on one of his last visits to C olumbus. 
“Dental school was quite taxing. But Coach 
W iddoes said | wouldn't have to practice all the 
time and agreed to fly me to the games, both of 
which gave me more time to study.” 

H orvath is the only H eisman winner who did 
not play the previous season. T he layoff obviously 
did not bother him. He set a Big Ten rushing 
record in his final year. 

H orvath, who finished his O hio State career 
with 2,055 yards of total offense, went on to play 
professional football with the Los Angeles Rams 
and Cleveland Browns. Following his professional 
career, he returned to Los Angeles and practiced 
dentistry. 

H orvath, who died in November of 1995, be 
longed to theN ational Football Foundation H all 
of Fame and the Ohio State Athletics H all of 
Fame. 

As Ohio State's first H @sman winner, he will 
always hold a special place in the hearts of Buck- 
eye fans.

Orlando Pace 1995, 1996 LOMBARDI AWARD AND 1996 OUTLAND TROPHY WINNER 


Orlando Pace broke into the starting lineup the 
first day of preseason camp his freshman year and 
started every game the next three years before passing 
up his senior season to enter the NFL draft. During 
his stay at O hio State, the 6-6, 330-pound left tackle 
became recognized as one of the most dominant of- 
fensive linemen ever to play the game. 

Playing one of the most challenging positions in 
football, Pace did not allow a sack in either of his last 
two years. In 1995, he made college football history 
by becoming the first sophomore to win the Lombardi 
Award. As a junior, he again made history by becom- 
ing the first two-time winner of that trophy. H e also 
won the Outland Trophy and finished fourth in the 
Heisman Trophy balloting as a junior. The latter was 
the highest finish by a lineman since a second-place 
finish by Ohio State's John Hicks in 1973. 

Other honors for Pace included consensus All-Big 
Ten and All-America honors in both 1995 and ‘96. 
H e was the Football N ews O ffensive Player of the Year 
and the Big Ten’s Offensive Player of the Year in 
1996. He also received the Chicago Tribunés Silver 
Football as the M ost Valuable Player in the Big Ten. 

Pace was the Big Ten Freshman of the Year in 1994 
and the Big Ten Offensive Lineman of the Year in 
1995 and '96. He also was a finalist for the M axwell 
Award in 1996. A native of Sandusky, Ohio, Pace 
was selected by his teammates as O hio State's M VP in 
1996. 

Pace made the “Pancake Block” famous his junior 
year, finishing the season with 80 of those blocks 
(knocking his defender to the ground and on his 
back). H e also literally redefined the role of an offen- 
sive lineman with his amazing downfield blocking. 

Taken by St. Louis as first overall pick in the 1997 
NFL draft, Pace was a member of the Rams’ 1999 
Super Bowl championship team.

John Hicks 1973 LOMBARDI AWARD AND OUTLAND TROPHY WINNER 


John Hicks came within an eyelash of pulling 
off one of the biggest triple plays in college foot- 
ball history in 1973. T hat year H icks, a6-3, 258- 
pound offensivetackle, won theO utland Trophy 
and Lombardi Award as the nation’s best interior 
lineman and also finished second in theH eisman 
Trophy voting. 

H ow close did Hicks come to becoming the 
first interior lineman ever to win the H eisman? 
Well, while he finished second that year, team- 
mates Archie Griffin and Randy Gradishar were 
fifth and sixth, respectively, in the balloting. By 
combining O hio State's total votes, H icks would 
have had enough votes to move ahead of winner 
John Cappelletti. 

Hicks enrolled at O hio Statein thefall of 1969. 
Freshmen werenot eligible that year, but it didn’t 
take the O hio State coaching staff long to figure 
out the Cleveland native was destined for great- 
ness. 

Hicks became a starter at right tackle as a 
sophomorein 1970, helping the Buckeyes to the 
BigTen title and a berth in the Rose Bowl. A loss 
to Stanford in Pasadena cost the No.-1 ranked 
and previously unbeaten Buckeyes the national 
championship. 

Hicks missed the entire 1971 season because 
of a preseason knee injury. N ot coincidentally, 
the Buckeyes struggled to a 6-4 record that year. 

But he returned in 1972 and wasa starter the 
next two years, winning consensus All-America 
honors both of those seasons and helping the 
Buckeyes to two more BigTen titles and back-to- 
back appearances in the Rose Bowl. During his 
three years as a starter, O hio State posted a com- 
bined record of 28-3-1. H icks is the first player 
ever to start in three Rose Bowl games. 

A fiery, emotional leader and a fan favorite, 
H icks was a first-round draft choice of the N ew 
York Giants following the 1973 campaign. H is 
promising career was cut short by injury, how- 
eve, and he returned to Columbus to enter pri- 
vate business. 

H icks was selected in April 2001 to the Col- 
lege Football H all of Fame.

Jim Stillwagon made college football history in 
1970 by becoming the first player to win theO ut- 
land Trophy and theLombardi Award in thesame 
year. 

Stillwagon, athree-year starter at middle guard 
for the Buckeyes between 1968 and 1970, was a 
unanimous All-American asa junior and senior. 

During “Wagon's’ three seasons at O hio State, 
the Buckeyes compiled a 27-2 record, won three 
BigTen championships, played in two RoseBowls 
and won a pair of national championships. 

With Stillwagon clogging themiddle, theO hio 
State defense simply shut down opposing offenses. 
In 1969, the Buckeyes gave up just 93 total points. 
In 1970, only two opponents scored more than 
13 points and five were held to under 10 points. 

Tough, strong, aggressive, intelligent, relent- 
less. All are adjectives that can be used to de 
scribe Stillwagon. H e was quite simply the best 
defensive lineman in college football in 1970. No 
one was surprised when he walked off with the 
Outland and Lombardi awards. The surprise 
would have come if someone else had been cho- 
sen. 

After graduation, Stillwagon was drafted by the 
Green Bay Packers. He chose instead to play in 
the C anadian Football League and was one of the 
premier defensive linemen in that league before 
maining.

Jim Parker 1956 OUTLAND TROPHY WINNER 


Jim Parker was O hio State's first O utland Tro- 
phy winner as the nation’s top interior lineman. 
H ealso is the player by which his former coach, 
the late Woody H ayes, measured all other offen- 
sive linemen. 

“Jim Parker was the greatest offensive lineman 
| ever coached. |’m not sure there has ever been a 
better offensive guard,” said H ayes upon Parkers 
induction into the Ohio State Athletics H all of 
Fame. “H e was everything an offensive lineman 
should be.” 

Indeed, Parker could do it all. A tranendous 
athlete, the 6-2, 200-pounder could pull and run 
block with the best of them. And on therelatively 
few occasions when the Buckeyes decided to 
throw the ball, getting around the agile, quick- 
footed Parker was next to impossible. 

Parker was a three-year starter and two-time 
All-American for the Buckeyes. H ewon theO ut- 
land Trophy asasenior in 1956. During histhree 
years as a starter, O hio State won 23 of 28 games, 
captured the 1954 N ational Championship and 
won back-to-back Big Ten titlesin 1954 and '55. 

Parker, who wasborn in M acon, Ga, but played 
his last two years of high school football in To- 
ledo, Ohio, was the Buckeyes’ MVP in 1956. 

A first round pick of the Baltimore Colts the 
following spring, he went on to enjoy a distin- 
guished career in the NFL as a perennial all-pro 
pick. 

In addition to being a charter member of the 
Ohio State Athletics H all of Fame, Parker also is 
amember of the C ollege F ootball and the Profes- 
sional Football halls of fame. 

His play set a standard of excellence for all 
future O hio State linemen. 
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Parker began his career on defense but moved to 
offense as a junior. He was one of the games 
most dominant offensive guards in the 1950s.

Antoine Winfield 1998 THORPE AWARD WINNER 


AntoineW infield, ateam captain as asenior, is 
one of the all-time great cornerbacks in Ohio 
State history. A two-time All-American, hewasa 
consensus choice as a senior in 1998, Winfield’s 
career was peppered with firsts. H e was the first 
Buckeye to win the coveted T horpe Award as the 
nation’s outstanding defensive back; the first non- 
linebacker (and only thefifth player total) to record 
at least 200 solo tackles; the first defensive back 
in Ohio State history to be voted team MVP 
(following the 1997 season); and the first 
cornerback in recorded history to lead the team 
in tackles when he did so in 1997. 

A two-time All-Big Ten Conference selection, 
he closed his career with 278 tackles, including 
224 solo stops, 22 tackles-for-loss, 29 pass break- 
ups and three interceptions. He played in four 
bowl games, including the 1996 Citrus Bowl when 
hecamein as atrue freshman and recorded seven 
tackles. H e played in 50 games during his career 
and he started 29 times. 

Asasenior in 1998, he was one of five finalists 
for the Football N ews’ Defensive Player of the 
Year Award. H ewasnamed first-team All-America 
by the Football Coaches Association, Walter 
Camp, the Football Writersand the F ootball N ews. 
H e was named the Buckeyes’ Bill Willis D efen- 
sive Player of the Year award winner. H e totalled 
75 tackles, third-best on theteam, including nine 
solo tackles in a win over M ichigan to close the 
season. 

Asajunior in 1997, Antoine was voted by his 
teammates as the team MVP after a season in 
which he totalled 100 tackles, 12 pass break-ups 
and two interceptions. He had 82 solo tackles, 
the fifth-highest solo tackle total in school his- 
tory, and made the Football Writers and Football 
News All-America teams. He led the team in 
tackles five times, including a magnificent 10- 
tackle performance against Michigan and a ca 
reer-high, 13-tackle effort against M issouri.

LeCharies Bentley 2001 RIMINGTON AWARD WINNER 


LeCharles Bentley is the latest in along line 
of outstanding offensivelinenen who have played 
at O hio State. H e proved that during the 2001 
season by winning consensus All-Big Ten and 
All-Americahonors. T heicing on thecakecame 
at the end of the season when Bentley, chosen as 
the Big Ten’s O ffensive Lineman of the Year, was 
named winner of the second annual Dave 
Rimington Award as the best center in college 
football. 

Bentley, anative of Cleveland, enjoyed a stellar 
senior year, capping off a brilliant career by 
starting all 11 regular-season games and grading 
out to awinning peformancein each game. Time 
and again, it was the 6-2, 300-pound Bentley 
who was called upon to provide the key block 
that either kept a drive alive or led to an Ohio 
State touchdown. H e graded out to 90 percent 
or better in nine of the 11 games he played in 
and was chosen as offensive lineman of the week 
fivetimes. At the end of the season, the coaching 
staff selected him as the offensive player of the 
year. 

Bentley was a three-year starter for the 
Buckeyes. He started the final seven games of 
the 1999 season (six at guard and one at tackle) 
before moving to center as ajunior in 2000. He 
started all 12 games as a junior, playing through 
apainful lower back condition, and won second- 
team All-Big Ten honors. 

H ealthy in 2001, he played brilliantly all year 
long and led theteam in playing timeduring the 
regular season before missing the O utback Bowl 
because of a shoulder injury suffered in the win 
over M ichigan. Prior to the O utback Bowl, he 
had played in 47-consecutive games for the 
Buckeyes. 

At the end of his senior year, he won first- 
team All-America honors on the Walter Camp, 
Football Writers, Football Coaches, and 
Associated Press teams. His selection as the 
Rimington Award was a mere formality. 

As a senior, Bentley faced the challenge of 
playing for anew coaching staff. H equickly won 
that group's confidence and admiration with his 
tough, smart and physical style of play. 

“LeC harles Bentley is one of the finest centers

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HEISMAN MEMORIAL TROPHY 

TheH esman M emorial Trophy originally was 
presented in 1935 as the DAC Trophy by the 
Downtown Athletic Club of N ew York City. It 
was awarded to the best college player east of the 
Mississippi River; but, in 1936, that rule was 
changed to include players from across the coun- 
try. Also in that year, the award was renamed the 
H e&sman M emorial Trophy to honor former out- 
standing college coach and DAC Director of Ath- 
letics John W. H@sman. H a@sman died Oct. 3, 
1936. The award has since been given annually to 
the outstanding college football player in the 
United States.

In his three seasons as a starter, Cris Carter 
caught 164 passes for 2,725 yards and 27 touch- 
downs. His hands were exceptional, his route 
running was precise, his ability to stay in-bounds 
was uncanny and he possessed the ability to out- 
jump his defenders. H emadethe diving, leaping, 
acrobatic catch look routine. In 1985, he set a 
Rose Bowl record with nine receptions for 172 
yards. In 1996, Carter put together one of the 
great seasons in O SU annals.

Tom Cousineau 
LINEBACKER 1975-78 


Tom Cousineau was a two-time All-American 
for the Buckeyes. 1n 1977, hewasnamed thetop 
defensive player in the Orange Bowl. His 211 
tacklesin 1978 still stands asasingle-season school 
record. Against Penn State in 1978, Cousineau 
was in on 29 total tackles, at the time an Ohio 
State record that has since been tied by Chris 
Spielman. C ousineau also holds theschool record 
for most solo tacklesin a single game, 16 against 
SMU in 1978. Six of the Top 10 single game 
tackle performances in school history are held by 
Cousineau. H erankssecond on both theall-time 
OSU tackle list with 569 (three behind M arcus 
M arek) and on the career solo tackles list with 
259. Cousineau became O SU s first N 0.1 overall 
pick in the NFL Draft when he was selected in 
1979 by the Buffalo Bills.

Wesley Fesler 
END 1928-30 


Wes Fesler was O hio State's second three-time 
All-American, winning first-team recogniton at 
end in 1928, '29 and '30. Fesler, who also played 
fullback for the Buckeyes, was team captain asa 
senior. H e also was the O hio State and the Big 
Ten MVP in 1930. 

Fesler, asuperb all-around athlete, earned nine 
letters, three each in football, basketball and base- 
ball. |n basketball, he won All-Big Ten honorsin 
1931. In baseball, he spent time in the St. Louis 
Cardinals organization. 

After graduating, Fesler served one year as an 
assistant on the OSU staff and then was head 
football coach at Princeton and Penn. In 1947, 
he returned to his alma mater as head coach and 
spent four years, compiling a21-13-3 record and 
winning the 1949 Big Ten Championship and 
the 1950 Rose Bowl. 


NOTEWORTHY 


Fesler was labeled as one of the greatest athletes 
in the history of Ohio State by Paul Hornung, 
sports editor of the Columbus Dispatch for 25 
years. 


As acoach, there was a bit of confusion that led 
to Fesler’s 17-14, last-minute 1950 Rose Bowl 
win over California. Ohio State drove inside the 
15-yard line in the final minute of the game. 
Fesler sent in the field goal unit, but in the tense 
moment, quarterback Pandel Savic sent them 
back to the sideline which resulted in a 5-yard 
delay of game penalty. Place-kicker Jimmy 
Hague made the winning field goal, giving Fesler 
a Rose Bowl coaching win. “He chided me pretty 
good,” Savic said, “but | said ‘Wes, it did give us 
a better angle.”

LINEBACKER 1971-73 


Randy Gradishar was referred to by Woody 
H ayes as “the best linebacker | ever coached at 
Ohio State.” He was a two-time All-American 
and is considered one of the most versatile, mo- 
bile and complete linebackers ever to play college 
football. Gradishar was a three-year starter be- 
tween 1971 and 1973 and recorded 320 total 
tackles. H efinished sixth in the H asman Trophy 
balloting as asenior and was the backbone of the 
1973 defense, which recorded four shutouts and 
allowed just 64 points. After graduation, heplayed 
10 years with the D enver Broncos. During his 
career, he was a seven-time Pro Bowley, the sec- 
ond most by any Bronco at the end of his career, 
and he also is the all-time leader in tackles for 
Denver with 1,958. He was inducted into the 
Academic All-America H all of Fame in 1992. In 
D ecember of 1998, he wasinducted into the C ol- 
lege Football H all of Fame.

Chic Harley 


RUNNING BACK 1916-17, 1919 


Charles “Chic” H arley was Ohio State's first 
three-time All-American. H arley won All-America 
honors as a running back in 1916 and ‘17. He 
spent 1918 in the military but then returned to 
OSU in 1919 and picked up where he had left 
off, again winning All-America acclaim. In addi- 
tion to running the football, healso punted, kicked 
extra points (he used the drop kick) and played 
defense. Fans turned out in record numbers to 
watch H arley play. H arley led the Buckeyes to 
their first Big Ten titlein 1916, a repeat champi- 
onship in 1917 and asecond-placefinish in 1919. 
In 1919, he was named team captain. D uring his 
three seasons at O hio State, the Buckeyes posted 
acombined record of 21-1-1. T heBuckeyes played 
at old O hio Fidd duringtheH arley era. But largely 
because of his play, Ohio Stadium was built in 
1922 and has been known as the “H ouse that 
H arley built.” 


NOTEWORTHY 


Harley lost only one game as a Buckeye...his 
last, 9-7, to Illinois. He stayed up all night before 
the game walking the campus to try and ease 
the pressure. He scored every point but took the 
loss personally, crying in the dressing room. The 
team couldn’t get him out until near midnight. 


There was only one game in Harley’s career 
that he did not start. Jack Farcasin started the 
1919 Purdue game instead. Harley started the 
second half and on the first play from scrimmage 
he ran 37-yards for a touchdown. Ohio State 
was offside, but called the same play and Harley 
took the ball 42-yards for the score. The final 
tally was 19-0 with Harley scoring every 
touchdown and the extra-point. Coach John 
Wilce never explained the switch. 


Bobby Hoying 


QUARTERBACK 1992-95 


Bobby H oying was a three-year starter for 
OSU, leading the Buckeyesto acombined record 
of 30-7-1. Asa senior, H oying earned first team 
All-BigTen honors, was named team captain and 
rewrote the OSU records book by throwing for 
3,269 yards and 29 touchdowns. H e also set 
school records for completion percentage (.580) 
and passing efficiency (163.4) that year. Addi- 
tionally, his57 career T D passesisa school record, 
as are the 16 games in which he passed for 200 or 
more yards. H oying led the Big Ten in total of- 
fense asa senior and wound up second nationally 
in passing efficiency. H is 7,232 passing yards (most 
of which came his last two years) rank second in 
OSU annals. H oying also was an exceptional stu- 
dent. In 1995, he won the National Football 
Foundationss Vincent dePaul Draddy Award, 
which goes annually to the top senior student- 
athlete in college football.

Rex Kern 
QUARTERBACK 1968-70 


W ith Rex Kern at the helm, O hio State rolled 
to a27-2 record, won the 1968 N ational Cham- 
pionship, captured two Big Ten titles and played 
in two Rose Bowls. To win the national champi- 
onship, Kern led OSU toa27-16 win over South- 
ern California in the Rose Bowl. H e was named 
the game's M ost O utstanding Player. Addition- 
ally, the Buckeyes narrowly missed out on the 
1969 and '70 wire service national champion- 
ships, losing the final game of the year in both of 
those years after being ranked No. 1 going into 
their respective season finales. In 1969, he was 
named an All-American. In 1970, he was elected 
team captain. K ern’s statistics, as impressive as 
they were, tell just half the story. The fiery red- 
head was an emotional leader who displayed a 
penchant for making big plays when most needed. 
H ewas a winner in every sense of the word.

A born leader, Johnson was dected 
team captain and voted defensive M VP in both 
hisjunior and senior seasons. H ealso was named 
All-BigTen in both of thoseyears. H ewasamen- 
ber of two Super Bowl championship teams with 
the N ew York Giants. Johnson was named to the 
Pro Bowl twice in his career and built a reputa- 
tion as one of the most feared hitters in profes- 
sional football.

Pete Johnson was the Buckeyes starting full- 
back for three years, leading the way for tailback 
Archie Griffin in 1974 and 1975 and for Ron 
Springs and J eff Logan in 1976. But the6-1, 247- 
pound Johnson wasmuch morethan ajust ablock- 
ing back. H e also was proficient at lugging the 
pigskin, rushing for 2,308 yards and a school- 
record 58 touchdowns during his career. To say 
“Big Pete” had anose for the goal line would be 
an understatement. H eled the nation in scoring 
as a junior, tallying a school and Big Ten record 
26 touchdowns. H e also rushed for 1,059 yards 
and converted 34 of 44 third-down tries.

Jim Lachey entered his senior season with just 
four career starts. But in his final year, Lachey 
established himself as one of the top linemen in 
all of college football and was named to a first 
team All-America berth. Blessed with unusual 
speed and strength for a man his size, Lachey 
played guard for the Buckeyes, but could easily 
have played tackle. Lachey played a key role in 
the O hio State offense in 1984, paving the way 
for junior running back K eith Byars. Byarsled the 
nation in rushing (1,764 yards), scoring (24 touch- 
downs) and in all-purpose running (2,441 yards) 
that year. In 1995, the San Diego Chargers se 
lected Lachey, a St. Henry, Ohio, native, with 
the 12th pick in the first round.

H e proved his worth immediately, 
landing the job as the Buckeyes’ N o. 1 punter as 
a freshman. H ealso kicked off as a freshman and 
sophomore Asajunior and senior, headded PATs 
and field goals to his list of responsibilities. 
Skladany averaged 45.6 yards per punt as a sopho- 
more and was named to the Football Writers All- 
America Team. H e was a consensus All-America 
choicethenext two years, again leadingthecountry 
in 1975 with a 46.7 average. Asa senior, he ave- 
aged 42.3 yards per kick and finished his career 
with a42.7 average on 160 punts. T hat’s good for 
second on the all-time list, asishis yardage figure 
of 6,838. Skladany was co-captain of the 1976 
squad, the only specialist ever chosen as a cap- 
tain.

SteveTovar is another in the great line of O hio 
State linebackers. A two-time All-America selec- 
tion in 1991 and 1992, he has the distinction of 
being the first of 21 players recruited by John 
Cooper to earn All-America status at O hio State. 
Tovar led Ohio State in tackles for three-con- 
secutive seasons between 1990-92, one of only 
two Buckeyes ever to accomplish that feat 
(Marcus M arek, 1980-82, is the other). In his 
senior year, Tovar was elected team co-captain 
and earned Big Ten D efensive Player of the Year 
honors (selected by the conference coaches) after 
recording 128 tackles.

Dan Wilkinson played just two years of foot- 
ball for O hio State, but in those two seasons he 
established himself as one of the best defensive 
linemen ever to wear the Scarlet and Gray. 
Redshirted as a true freshman in 1991, the 6-5, 
300-pound Wilkinson, known as “Big D addy,” 
started as a sophomore in 1992 and won All-Big 
Ten honors. Blessed with an incredible combina- 
tion of size, strength and speed, he finished his 
rookie year with 46 tackles, including 10.5 tack- 
les-for-loss and 6.5 sacks. As a junior in 1993, 
Wilkinson was the dominant defensive linenen 
in college football, winding up the year with 44 
tackles and 13 tackles-for-loss.

Bill Willis 
LINEMAN 1942-44 


Considered one of the all-time great athletes 
ever to play for Ohio State, Bill Willis, has the 
unique distinction of belonging to theO hio High 
School, the College and the Professional F oot- 
ball halls of fame. He also is a member of The 
Ohio State University Athletics H all of Fame. 
Willis was a three-year starter for the Buckeyes 
between 1942 and 1944, playing both offense 
and defense A willowy 6-2 and 215 pounds, he 
was a devastating blocker on offense and a pun- 
ishing, relentless tackler on defense.

Bowl Championship Series (Title Game) 
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The Rose Bowl 


The Rose Bowl enters its fourth 
season as part of college football's 
Bowl Championship Series. (BCS). 
Because of its membership in the 
BCS, the Rose Bowl may not fea- 
ture the champion of the Big Ten 
and/or the Pac-10 Conferencesin a 
given year. If either of these two con- 
ferencechampionsareranked N o. 1 
or No. 2 in the final regular season 
BCS rankings, then the team will 
participate in the designated na- 
tional championship game. Along 
with the Rose Bowl, the Orange, 
Sugar and Fiesta Bowls make up the 
rotation for BCS national title 
games. T he Rose Bow! took its turn 
at hosting the BCS national cham- 
pionship title game on January 3, 
2002. 

“TheRoseBowl tradition remains 
central to the Big Ten and college 
football culture,” Big Ten Commis- 
sioner James E. D dany said. “The 
Big Ten is proud of its rdationship 
with the Rose Bowl and the Tour- 
nament of Roses Association, and 
pleased that we worked together 
with the other conferences to de 
velop a playoff system that is good 
for theBigTen, good for collegefoot- 
ball and good for the bowls.” 

Like most long-standing tradi- 
tions, the Rose Bowl has come full 
circle. 

*Since the pact was initiated in 
1946, the BigTen and Pac-10 have 
nearly established parity in the Rose 
Bowl win-losscolumns. TheBigTen 
holds a narrow 29-27 record. 

*T here have been five different 
Big Ten teams in the Rose Bowl in 
the last five games. 


ROSE BOWL HISTORY 

The Pacific Coast (now the Pa- 
cific-10) and Western Conferences 
(Big Ten), along with the Pasadena 
Tournament of Roses Association, 
agreed on November 19, 1946, to 
an exclusive Rose Bowl game con- 
tract. 

Both conference commissioners 
commented that they “expect this 
five-year contract to bea forerunner 


282 


of a long-time agreement. This 
present agreement is just a starter.” 
The passing of time has shown us 
they were right on both accounts. It 
remains the oldest college football 
agreement between two of the 
nation’s top conferences. 

Though the contact was often re 
ferred to as a “shotgun marriage,” 
officialshad been in negotiation with 
theTournament for eight years. The 
contact was effective immediately, 
voted on by faculty representatives 
from thetwo conferences. Both sides 
agreed that watch conference could 
designate its own representative, re 
gardless of season records. 


Illinois (7-2) and UCLA (10-0) 
were selected to play in the inaugu- 
ral game under the pact. 

Prior to 1947, the Rose Bowl 
game drew five sellout crowd. Every 
game since then has been a sellout. 

The 1963 game was the first No. 
1 against N 0. 2 showdown, match- 
ing undefeated U SC (10-0) with the 
8-1 Wisconsin Badgers. 

The'70s werefor the bigTen like 
the ’50s were for the PCC (then the 
Pac-8) when playing in Pasadena. 
TheC onference energed victorious 
once, when Ohio State beat USC 
41-21 in 1974. It was the second of 
three straight USC-Ohio State 


match-ups. 

The Pac-10 continued to prosper 
in the '80s, taking home the Rose 
Bowl trophy seven times to the Big 
Ten's three. 

The 90s were characterized by 
continued parity as the Pac-10 won 
three Rose Bowls and the Big Tn 
claimed seven. 

The record for most appearances 
goes to USC (19) in the Pac-10 and 
Michigan (16) in the Big Ten. 

In its 85 years, the R oseBowl had 
maintained its tradition-rich stan- 
dard of excellence, living up to the 
nickname “Granddaddy of all Bowl 
Games.” 


METHOD OF DETERMINING THE ROSE BOWL PARTICIPANT 

Inthe eventthe Big Ten Conference regular season football champion is ranked No. 1 or No. 2inthe final BCS 
regular season ranking, then that team will play in the designated BCS national title game. If the Big Ten regular 
season champion is not ranked No. 1 or No. 2, then the following methods will be used to determine the 


Conference's Rose Bowl participant. 


A. TheConference champion shall be the representative team. The championship shall be determined on the 

percentage basis of Conference games. 
B. Anineligible team shall not be considered inthe standings for determination of the Conference representative. 
C. Ifthereis atie forthe championship, the winner of the game between those teams shall represent the 


Conference. 


D. Ifthe tied teams did not play each other, the representative shall be determined on the percentage basis of all 
games played in the traditional 11-game schedule. 

E. Ifthereisstillatie, the most recent team representing the Conference shall be eliminated. 

F. Ifmorethantwo teams tie forthe championship, the same selection procedures shall be followed with these 


exceptions:

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The “Pride of the Buckeyes,” Ohio State’s 225-member all-brass march- 
ing band, is one of the finest and most storied units in the country. Its 
roots date back to 1879 when it was formed as a military band. 


SKULL SESSION 

In 1932 Eugene |. Weigel en- 
hanced the band’s performance by 
having members completely memo- 
rizemusic beforethe gameeach week. 
By doing this bandsmen could con- 
centrate more on the marching ma- 
neuvers without sacrificing the mu- 
sic. Weigel then scheduled a final 
rehearsal of the music before game 
time so the band could play and 
think through theshow onelast time 
- one last “Skull Session.” In theold 
Rehearsal H all there was room for a 
few hundred parents and fans to sit 
and listen. Eventually, watching this 
rehearsal became so popular tickets 
were issued to bandsmen to make 
sure their parents had seats. After 
St. John Arena was built in 1957, 
Jack Evans requested its use for the 


HOW TO DOT THE “i” 


At exactly 16 measures from the end of “Le Regi- 
ment,” the drum major struts out toward the top of 
the “i,” with the sousaphone player high-stepping a 


couple of paces behind. As the crowd's cheering 
crescendos, the drum major stops and dramatically 
points to the spot, and the sousaphone player as- 
sumes the post of honor, doffs his hat and bows 
deeply to both sides of the stadium.

last rehearsal before gametime. Ath- 
letics Director Richard Larkins was 
happy to oblige, as he was eager to 
show off the new facility. The skull 
session was changed to a concert/ 
pep rally atmosphere by Dr. Paul 
Droste which continuestoday. Skull 
session starts one and a half hours 
before kickoff of every home foot- 
ball game. It is a popular concert/ 
pep rally, with over 10,000 fans in 
attendance. Seats for skull session 
arein high demand and it isnot un- 
usual for dedicated fans to arrive up 
to two hours before the band. 


RAMP ENTRANCE 

The Ramp Entrance dates back 
to 1928, when it wasintroduced by 
band members Bill Knepper and 
Elvin Donaldson. The entire se 
quence survives today virtually un- 
changed and isone of thesingle most 
defining elements of T he Ohio State 
University M arching Band. 

Following their performance at 
Skull Session, the band forms 
outside St. John Arena and marches 
across Woody H ayes Drivein ranks 
of 12 to drum cadence. The band 
enters O hio Stadium and assembles 
on theramp which leadsto thefield. 

The percussion section leader 
stands at the base of the ramp, 
setting the tempo of 180 beats per 
minute. At the appointed time, he 
screams to his section “Drums on 
the side!” T he percussionists then 
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take the field, chanting “O-H-I-O, 


OHIO, O-H-I-O, OHIO...” Band 
members take their spots on the 
ramp as the percussionists leave and 
the Stadium comes to life as the 
drums hit their mark. The drums 
roar to life as the first trumpets 
emerge, executing a precise arm 
swing and carrying their instruments 
at their side, maintaining perfect two 
step spacing. 


THE BACK BEND 

Once the ranks fill up, a whistle 
sounds and theentire band turns and 
the introduction to “Buckeye Battle 
Cry" is played. 

The drum major struts through 
the middle of the band and comes 
to the front of theranks to executea 
back bend. As the major’s plume 
touches the grass, a cheer fills the 
stadium and the band breaks into 
two choruses of the fight song while 
storming toward the South Stands. 
The drum major reaches the end 
zone, performs a goal post toss and 
the band finishes the downfield 
march, executes an about-face 
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maneuver and stands motionless 
awaiting the raising of the flag and 
the performance of the national 
anthen. 


SCRIPT OHIO 

The signature formation of the 
Ohio State M arching Band per- 
formed before, during halftime or af- 
ter home games is Script O hio. 

Each time the formation drill is 
peformed, adifferent fourth- or fifth- 
year sousaphone player has the privi- 
lege of standing as the dot in the “i” 
of “Ohio.”

HISTORY OF THE “i”-DOT 

At its first performance, the 
Script Ohio's “i” was dotted by a 
trumpet player, John Brungart 
(1933-36). Themarch from thetop 
of the “o” to the top of the “i” was 
just another movement to complete 
a formation but over 60 years later, 
the honor of dotting the “i” is 
known throughout the world. 

In the fall of 1937, Glen R. 
Johnson, a sousaphone player, was 
ordered to switch places with the 
trumpet player in the formation. 

The familiar kick, turn and bow 
by the sousaphone player at the top 
of the “i” was an innovation intro- 
duced by Johnson at a game in 
1938. “(T he turn) was an impulse 
reaction when drum major M yron 
McKelvey arrived three or four 
measures too soon at the top of the 
“\"," Johnson explained, “so! dida 
big kick, aturn and a deep bow to 
use up the music.” The crowd 
roared when this happened, and it 
became part of the show thereafter. 


WHO DOTS THE “i” 

To be eligible to dot the “i”, a 
sousaphone player must at least be 
a fourth-year member. Fifth-year 
members also are eligibleto dot the 
“i”, but only after all fourth-year 
members have been chosen. At 
postseason performances (usually 
double scripts), fourth and fifth- 
year members compete for the open 
dotsin what is called a “dot-off”, in 
which eligible members perform 
their routine for the entire sousa- 
phonesection. M emberswatch two 
rounds of competition and vote for 
the best two candidates. 


HONORARY “i”-DOTTERS 

Woody H ayes and Bob H opeare 
among the select few non-band 
members who have had the honor 
of dotting the “i.” This is consid- 
ered the greatest honor the band 
can bestow to any non-band per- 
son and isan extremely special (and 
rare) event.

In 1965, teen idols The McCoys recorded what later would become the State of Ohio’s 
rock song and Ohio State’s game day anthem. 


“My Girl Sloopy” was penned by Bert Berns and Wes Farrell. 


The R&B tune by the Vibrations was reworked into a rock 


song entitled “Hang On Sloopy” which rose to the top of the 


charts in July of 1965. 


M embers of the M cC oys were lead gui- 
tarist Rick Derringer, his brother, 
drummer Randy Zehringer (Rick 
changed his last name in '65), 
keyboardist Ronnie Brandon and bassist 
Randy H obbs. 


Original name of the group was T he 
M cCoys, named after their theme song, 
a Ventures instrumental called “The 
McCoy.” The band then became, in 
order, the Rick Z Combo, Rick and 
The Raiders, The Real McCoys and 
then finally, back to The M cCoys. 


The Zehringer brothers fooled around 
with music in their hometown of Ga 
lena, Ohio before moving to Fort Re 
covery, Ind., in 1960. 


Rick and The Raiders took a step to- 
ward fame near the end of July 1965 
when they opened for T he Strangegloves 
in Dayton, Ohio. 


An obscure R&B tune, “My Girl 
Sloopy” was reworked and suggested to 
The Strangegloves as their next single 
The D ave Clark Five planned to release 
their own version of the song upon their 
return to England so the American re 
lease was pushed into overdrive. 


The Strangegloves hit “I Want Candy” 
was still riding the charts and it was too 
soon for a follow-up single. Enter the 
teen-age M cC oys. 


The young back-up band was offered a 
record deal on the spot they added their 
vocals and a ripping guitar solo to the 
“H ang On Sloopy” track in M anhattan 
which then was rushed to release and 
hit the top of the charts. 


“Sloopy” was the stage name of Dor- 
othy Sloop, a musician who was origi- 
nally from Steubenville, Ohio, and 
played nightclubs in N ew Orleans. She 
died in 1998 in Pass Christian, M iss. 


The OSU marching band first per- 
formed the tune at the O hio State IIli- 
nois game Oct. 9, 1965, House 
Concurent Resolution No. 16 made 
“Sloopy” the State Rock Song in 1985.

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What is a Buckeye? 


A small, shiny, dark brown nut with alight tan patch that comesfrom the 
Official state tree of O hio, the buckeye tree. 

According to folklore, the Buckeye resembles the eye of a deer and 
carrying one brings good luck. “Buckeyes” has been the official O hio State 
nicknamesince 1950, but it had been in common usefor many years before. 

The first recorded use of the term Buckeye to refer to a resident of the 
area was in 1788, some 15 years before O hio becamea state. Col. Ebenezer 
Sproat, a 6’4" man of large girth and swashbuckling mannerisms, led the 
legal delegation at the first court session of the Northwest Territory in 
M arietta. The Indians in attendance greeted him with shouts of "H etuck, 
H etuck" (the Indian word for buckeye), it is said because they were im- 
pressed by his stature and manner. H e proudly carried the Buckeye nick- 
name for the rest of his life and it gradually spread to his companionsand to 
other local settlers. By the 1830s, writers were commonly referring to locals 
as “Buckeyes.” 


Buckeye Leaves 


The tradition of placing Buckeye Leaves on the Ohio State helmets 
sarted in 1968 when Woody H ayesand longtimetrainer ErnieBiggs changed 
the look of the O hio State uniforms. The new look included names on the 
back of the jerseys and a wide “Buckeye stripe” on the sleeves of the jersey 
believed to be the first of its kind in the sport of football.

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Victory Bell 


Located in the southeast tower of O hio Stadium, the Victory Bell isrung 
after every O hio State victory. It was a gift of the classes of 1943, 1944 and 
1945. Resting 150-feet up in the southeast tower, members of Alpha Phi 
Omega ring the bell after victories, a tradition that began after O SU beat 
California O ct. 2, 1954. On acalm day, it is said the bell can be heard five 
miles away. The bell waghs 2,420 pounds and cost $2,535 to install. 


Scarlet and Gray 


Ohio State's official school colors since 1878, Scarlet and Gray were 
chosen by a group of three students in a lecture room in University H all 
because “it was a pleasing combination...and had not been adopted by any 
other college,” noted selection committee member Alice Townshend W ing. 


Brutus Buckeye 


One of the more visible symbols of O hio State athletics is Brutus Buck- 
eye, the school’s mascot. Brutus first appeared in 1965. 


Gold Pants 


A gold charm replica of a pair of 
football pantsis given to players and 
coaches following wins over M ichi- 
gan. The tradition started in 1934 
when first-year coach Francis 
Schmidt told those wondering how 
OSU would fare with its nemesis 
from Ann Arbor: “They put their 
pants on one leg at a time just like 
everybody else.” Schmidt's Buck- 
eyes then went and defeated M ichi- 
gan four-consecutive times, all by 
shutout. 


Buckeye Grove 


Since 1934, a Buckeye tree has been planted in honor of each of Ohio State's 
All-American. Trees are usually planted in a pregame ceremony at the spring 
game. With the renovation of Ohio Stadium in 2001, the Buckeye Grove is now 
loated at the southwest corner of the stadium. 


Senior Tackle 


A last practice of the year tradition since 1913 where the seniors hit the 
blocking sled one final time For many years it was held following the last 
practice prior to the season finale with M ichigan. But depending upon the 
Buckeyes’ bow! obligation, it has sometimes been moved to the last home 
practice before the team departs for its bow! obligation. 


Tunnel of Pride 


Thebrainchild of ex-O SU quarterback Rex K ern and current D irector of 
Athletics Andy Geiger, the Tunnel of Pride actually started in 1995, when 
Notre D ame visited O hio Stadium for the first meeting between the two 
teams in nearly 50 years. In an effort to generate even more emotion, 
excitement and enthusiasm than already existed, Kern and Geiger reached 
out to former Buckeye football players who were attending the game and 
asked them to form atunnel for the team to run through as it came onto the 
field. Thus a tradition was born, which is now continued every other year 
when M ichigan visits O hio Stadium. 
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Captain's Breakfast 


Started in 1934, this annual event ished on homecoming weekend. All 
past captains are invited back for a breakfast and to welcome in the new 
captains.

The [liBuck Trophy 


The winner of the O hio State - Illinois game has received the I |libuck 
trophy since the tradition began in 1925. IIlibuck was alive turtle, but has 
been a wooden replica since 1927. Also representative of the rivalry is the 
peace pipe. M embers of two junior honorary societies, Bucket and Dipper 
of Ohio State and Sachem of Illinois, annually meet at halftime of the 
Fighting Illini-Buckeye game to smoke the peace pipe and present the 
“Ilibuck” trophy to the winning school from the previous year. 


Fanatics 


Ohio State fans have long supported the football team averaging more 
than 73,000 for home games since O hio Stadium opened in 1922. For the 
1999 football season, the Ohio State ticket office received 152,350 ticket 
requests. O hio State averaged 93,000 fans in the 1990s.

Theannual Ohio State-M ichigan football game wasN o. 1 on alist of the 
10 Greatest Rivalries|n Sports compiled by the editorial staff at ESPN .com 
in 1999. Theresimply is no greater rivalry in college athletics. 


First recognized in 1912, Homecoming began as “Ohio State Day.” It 
was initiated by Professor (and later OSU President) GeorgeW. Rightmire. 
H omecoming was designed to bring the alumni back to the university and 
celebrate. 

The celebration has been noted, among other things, for the decorating 
of Greek chapter facilities and university dormitories. 

T he parade is another tradition Buckeyes hold high. T he parade did not 
become a time-honored tradition until it joined the schedule permanently 
in 1965. 


Ohio State proudly boasts of an alma mater (Carmen Ohio), 
two fight songs (Across the Field and Buckeye Battle Cry) 
and a state rock song (Hang on Sloopy). 


ABOUT CARMEN OHIO 

Fred Cornal, afour-letter athlete, member of theO SU GleeClub and aC olumbusnative 
composed thewords to “C armen Ohio,” O hio State’salma mate. 

In 1902 on atrain coming back from ahorrible86-0 football defeat in Ann Arbor, Cornell 
began to write phrases on the back of an enve 
lope. 

Inspired both by the loss and hearing the 
Wolverine crowd sing “T heYdlow and Blue” 
Cornell proceeded to pen the hymn that was 
first published in T heLantern on O ct. 10, 1906 
and appeared in the M ichigan game program 
10 days later. 

Theword “C armen” means “song or poem” 
in Latin and Spanish and hencethetitleof the 
almamater meanssong of O hio or O hio'sSong. 

Thetuneof “Carmen Ohio” istaken from 
an ancient song entitled, “Spanish C hant”.

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In 1926, student sup- 
porters wishing to pull a 
practical joke on the uni- 
versity, convinced the 
community that M audine 
Ormsby was to be hon- 
ored as queen. She was so 
popular on campus, she 
won the vote. M audine, 
pictured at the right, ac- 
tually turned out to bea 
cow, the only cow ever 
elected as homecoming 
queen. 


The Lucky Horseshoe 


The lucky horseshoe was presented during the rededication ceremony 
prior to the Sept. 8, 2001 Akron game. T he token was passed from Jim 
Langhurst (captain of the 1940 O hio State football team) to the 2001 team 
captains (Steve Bellisari, M ike Collins, Joe Cooper and Jamar M artin) asa 
symbol of good luck in the newly renovated stadium. It is displayed in the 
Ohio Stadium locker room, affixed to a plaque which bears the following 
Chic H arley (1916-17, '19) quote: “Were heart and soul for this stadium, 
the fellows who know what it isto go in there and fight with all that’sin us 


for Ohio State and her glory.”

Retired Jersey Numbers 


FiveO hio Statefootball players- ArchieG riffin, Vic) anowicz and H oward 
“H opalong” Cassady, Les H orvath and Eddie George - have had their 
numbers officially retired by the D epartment of Athletics. 

Griffin, college football’s only two-time H asman Trophy winner (1974 
and '75), was the first. In a surprise ceremony, his No. 45 was retired on 
Oct. 30, 1999 at halftime of the |owa-O hio State game. 

Janowicz and Cassady were honored during the 2000 season. J anowicz, 
the 1950 H dsman Trophy recipient, had his No. 31 retired posthumously 
at halftime of the Sept. 23 Penn State game. C assady, who led the Buckeyes 
to the 1954 national championship and then won theH eisman the follow- 
ing year, had his No. 40 retired at halftime of the N ov. 18 M ichigan game. 

Horvath and George were honored during the 2001 season. H orvath’s 
No. 22 was be retired at the Oct. 6 Northwestern game and Georges No 
27 at halftime of the N ov. 10 Purdue game. 

In order to havehisnumber retired, an athlete must have graduated, or in 
the event of leaving early to pursue a professional career, have been in good 
academic standing at the time of his departure H ealso must have received 
one of the following awards: TheH eisman Trophy, the M axwell Award, the 
Walter Camp Award, the Associated Press Player of the Year Award, the 
Football Writers Player of the Year Award, or the American Football C oaches 
Player of the Year Award. 

Additionally, the Director of Athletics may recommend to the school’s 
Athletics C ouncil that a student-athlete, who did not win player of the year 
honors, but who, nonetheless, distinguished himself on the football field, 
have hisnumber retired. N o student-athlete is digible for this honor until at 
least five years after the graduation of his academic class. 
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The Ohio State University strength and conditioning program is a comprehensive, system- 
atic, well reasearched program that uses periodization techniques in strength training and 
putting paramount importance on improving athletic movement and flexibility.

MODERN FACILITIES 


Ohio State ended an extensive 
phase of growth in the fall of 2001 
when the three-year renovation of 
historic Ohio Stadium, home of 
Buckeye football, was completed. 

The near $200-million project 
culminated the vision Andy Geiger 
(director of athletics at O hio State) 
set out to complete upon his arrival 
in Columbus in the spring of 1994. 
During histenure theYounkin Aca- 
demic Success C enter, the Jerome 
Schottenstein Center (men’s and 
women's basketball and men’s ice 
hockey), Bill D avisBaseball Stadium 
and the] esse O wens M emorial Sta- 
dium (men’sand women'strack, soc- 
cer and lacrosse) opened to serve 
Buckeye student-athletes and the 
OSU community. 

Ohio State, already a national 
leader with its state-of-the-art ath- 
letics facilities, distanced itself even 
morewith well over $300 million in 
facility upgrades, which are being 
paid for without the help of student 
fees or general university funds. 

Though new practice and com- 
petition areas highlight the O SU 
athletics landscape, several other 
nationally-recognized facilities com- 
plete an outstanding compilation of 
athletics structures for the 36 sports 
and roughly 1,000 student-athletes 
competing on the Ohio State cam- 
pus. 

The men’s and women’s track 
teams practice and compete during 
the winter in French Field H ouse. 
The 200-meter track features a 
Chevron 440 surface, the best run- 
ning surface available. 

St. John Arena, named after 
former Director of Athletics L.W. 
St. John, first opened its doors in

1956 and affords spectators one of 
the finest experiencesin college ath- 
letics. The arena includes locker 
rooms, team meeting areas and a 
four-color scoreboard. The 13,276- 
seat structure is the home of the 
men’s and women’s volleyball teams, 
thewrestling team and the men’s and 
women’s gymnastics teams. 

A facility housing new locker 
rooms, practice areas and office space 
for wrestling, men’s and women's 
gymnastics and fencing is expected 
to be completed in the fall of 2002. 


The Ohio Stadium renovation was completed last year. 
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Located near the Ohio State cam- 
pus. the Steelwood Facility became 
a necessity when Larkins Hall, an 
on-campus recreational facility hous- 
ing several Buckeye teams, was ap- 
proved for renovation. 

TheLarkins H all project, ajoint 
venture with the university and the 
athletics department, will add a 
modern O lympic-style training and 
competition facility for the Ohio 
State swimming and diving teams. 
Theproject isscheduled for comple 
tion in 2005. 

D edicated in N ovember 1987 in 
memory of thelate O hio State foot- 
ball coach, the Woody H ayes Ath- 
letic Center isone of thefinest, most 
extensiveindoor practicefacilities of 
itskind. T heindoor field accommo- 
dates field hockey and football prac- 
ticesduringinclenent weather in the 
fall, baseball and softball practices 
throughout the winter and lacrosse 
practices during the spring. 

H ome tennis matches are played 
at the Stickney Tennis Center, lo- 
cated adjacent to the Woody H ayes 
Athletic C enter. T he facility features 


12 courts with a special laykold fin- 
ish and scarlet and gray trim. The 
courts are built in pairs to accom- 
modate spectators and were resur- 
faced in thespring of 2002, just prior 
to the 2002 Big Te M en's Tennis 
Tournament. 

The softball team plays at Buck- 
eye Field, recognized as one of the 
finest playing surfacesin the BigTen. 
The squad capitalized on its home 
field in 2002 with a20-2 record and 
over the last two seasons the Buck- 
eyes have an incredible 81 percent 
home winning percentage (42-10). 

Ohio State operates two of the 
country’sfinest 18-hole golf courses, 
The Scarlet and The Gray. The 
7,100-yard Scarlet Course is rated 
among the finest collegiate layouts 
in the nation and is home to the 
men’sand women'steams. It has been 
thesiteof an N CAA-record 10 men's 
and three women’s national cham- 
pionships. The 2002 NCAA Man's 
Golf Championships werecontested 
on TheOSU Scarlet C ourse

Areplica ofthe Santa Maria, Christo- 
pher Columbus's 15th century ship, 
is moored downtown on the Scioto 
River two blocks from the statehouse. 


Columbus, the largest city in 
Ohio, isthe 15th largest city in the 
country. The state capital, 
Columbus continues to enjoy 
widespread development. Recent 
growth includes two state-of-the 
art multi-purpose arenas, OSU's 
Jerome Schottenstein Center and 
Nationwide Arena, and the 
relocation of Ohio's Center of 
Science & Industry to itsnew home 
on the Scioto Riverfront. 

The heart of the city features 
visual and performing arts and 
numerous festivals including Red, 
White& Boom, theC olumbusArts 
Festival, the Jazz & Rib Fest and 
Cruisin’ on theRiverfront. T hearts 
festival was named first in the nation 
for its crafts and fifth in the country 
in fine arts by Sunshine Artist 
magazine. 

A flood of new entertainment acts 
and shopping districts, a unique 
partnership between professional 
and collegiate sports teams and a 
major expansion of its convention 
center make Columbus one of the 
fastest growing cities in the 
Midwest. Recently, Nation's 
Restaurant N evsnamed Columbus 
one of the Top 50 cities across the 
country that “sizzle.” 
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The area also features a number 
of unique neighborhoods. German 
Village, just south of downtown, is 
the largest privately-restored 
historical district in the United 
States. Brick streets are lined with 
shopsand restaurants and arehome 
to the city's annual Oktoberfest 
celebration.

Just north of downtown, the 
Short N orth features scores of art 
galleries, restaurants and boutiques. 
On the first Saturday of each 
month, the galleries stay open late 
for the popular Gallery H op. The 
Brewery District, south of 
downtown, and theArena D istrict, 
north of the city’s center, continue 
to grow in popularity. New 
additions in the Arena District 
include Promowest Pavilion, an 
intimate indoor and outdoor 
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concert venue, and theArenaG rand 
Theatre, a state-of-the art motion 
picture theatre that offers 
moviegoersa whole new experience. 

Shopping opportunities abound 
in and around Columbus. T he city 
was ranked seventh in the nation 
by the National Research Bureau 
for the amount of retail space per 
person, ranking ahead of N ew York, 
Chicago, Los Angeles, M iami and 
Boston. Those rankings do not 
includethe newest shopping areas - 
Easton Town Center and Polaris 
Fashion Place. 

Easton Town Center on the 
northeast side features hundreds of 
shops, restaurants and nightclubs, 
including the AM C Experience, the 
Cheesecake Factory and Steven 
Spielberg's GameWorks. Polaris 
Fashion Place on the North Side 
includes 50 retailers new to the area, 
including Lord and Taylor, Saks 
Fifth Avenue and K aufmann’s.

Because of Geiger’s commitment, 
O hio State student-athletes and fans en- 
joy some of the finest facilities in col- 
lege athletics.

Andy Geiger, 1994-Present 
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added three varsity sports - women’s 
rowing, lacrosse and ice hockey - at a 
time when most schools are dropping 
sports because of budget constraints. 

A “hands-on” administrator, G eiger 
attends as many practices and games as 
his busy schedule will permit. He en- 
joys spending time with the student- 
athletes and coaches of all the sports 
and is. a favorite of the student-athletes 
because of his genuine concern for their 
well being, both in the classroom and 
on the athletic field. 

Geiger has hired several outstand- 
ing coaches since coming to O hio State, 
including football mentor Jim Tressel, 
basketball coaches Jim O'Brien and Jim 
Foster, hockey coachesJohn M arkell and 
Jackie Barto and field hockey coach 
Anne Wilkinson. 

Geiger came to O hio State from the 
University of M aryland, where he spent 
three years as the director of athletics. 
H ealso has served in that same capacity 
at Brown University, the University of 
Pennsylvania, and Stanford University. 

A native of Syracuse, N.Y., Geiger 
graduated from Syracuse U niversity in 
1961 and was a member of the crew 
team as an undergraduate. H e also was 
a member of the U.S. squad that cap- 
tured a gold medal in the 1959 Pan 
Am Games. Geiger calls those years 
some of the most meaningful of his 
life. 

Geiger began his career in intercol- 
legiate athletics in 1961 as the fresh- 
man rowing coach at Dartmouth Col- 
lege. He ventured into administration 
in 1964, returning to his alma mater 
as assistant athletics director. He left 
Syracuse in 1970 to become assistant 
commissioner of the Eastern College 
Athletic Conference. 

In 1971, at age 32, Geiger become 
athletics director at Brown University. 
H eheld that position until 1975, when 
he moved to the University of Pennsyl- 
vania in a similar capacity. 

Geiger's next move was to Stanford. 
He began an extremely successful ten- 
ure there in 1979. During his 11- 
year stay at the Pac-10 school, the Car- 
dinal won a total of 27 national cham- 
pionships and Stanford was considered 
one of the elite programs in intercolle 
giate athletics.

In 1990, Geiger left Stanford to take 
over a Maryland program that was on 
NCAA probation. When he left the 
Terrapins a little more than three years 
later, the athletics department once again 
was on solid ground. 

Geiger was named Ohio State's sev- 
enth director of athletics April 29, 
1994. He officially took over on M ay 
16, 1994. 

Geiger, who was born March 23, 
1939, and his wife, Eleanor, have two 
sons: Phillip and Gregory. During their 
stay in M aryland, Eleanor, who also isa 
Syracuse graduate, worked as a research 
assistant in mathematics education and 
specialized in the development of anew 
curriculum for middle school math- 
ematics. Since arriving in Columbus,

she has become involved in several 
community projects, including serv- 
ing on the Board of Trustees of O pera 
Columbus.

ARCHIE GRIFFIN 

Archie Griffin isin his 18th year as 
a member of the Ohio State athletics 
department staff. As associate director 
of athletics, he oversees a combination 
of 13 men'sand women’s varsity sports, 
including football. 

Griffin, 47, is one of the legendary 
namesin O hio State's rich football lore. 
A three-time All-American between 
1973 and 1975, he made college foot- 
ball history by becoming the first-and- 
only two-time winner of the H asman 
Trophy, receiving the coveted bronze 
statue in 1974 as ajunior and again in 
1975 as a senior. During his brilliant 
career, the diminutive tailback rushed 
for an Ohio State record 5,589 yards 
and helped the Buckeyes capture four 
BigTen titles and post an overall record 
of 40-5-1. He is the only Big Ten 
player ever to start in four Rose Bowls. 

Griffin received a degree in indus- 
trial relationsfrom Ohio Statein 1976. 
He graduated a quarter early and was 
chosen as one of the N CAA’sTop-Five 
student-athletes as a senior. 

Following graduation, Griffin wasa 
first-round pick of the Cincinnati 
Bengals. After an eight-year stint in the 
NFL, he returned to the university in 
1984 to work in the O ffice of Person- 
nd Services. H e moved to athletics in 
1985 as Special Assistant to the D irec- 
tor. In 1987, he was named assistant 
director and took over thedepartment’s 
fund raising, marketing and promo- 
tional efforts. 

Ohio State's ambassador of good will,

NCAA COMPLIANCE 


As a member institution of the Big Ten and the NCAA, The 
Ohio State University, and all other member schools, are 
subject to certain rules and guidelines set forth by those 
governing bodies. In an effort to better educate and inform 


prospective student-athletes and recuits in the area of re- 
cruiting, the Athletic Compliance Office at Ohio State has 
provided the following information: 


1. You become a “prospective stu- 
dent-athlete” when you start classes 
for the ninth grade or if the college 
provides you (or your relatives or 
friends) any financial aid or other 
benefits that the college does not 
provideto prospective students gen- 
erally. 


2. You becomea “recruited prospec- 
tive student-athlete” at a particular 
collegeif any coach or booster solic- 
its you or your family for the pur- 
pose of securing your enrollment and 
participation in intercollegiate ath- 
letics. Activities by coaches or boost- 
ers that cause you to become a re 
cruited prospective student athlete 
are; (1) providing you with an offi- 
cial visit; (2) arranging an in-person, 
off-campus encounter with you or 
your parent(s) or legal guardian; or 
(3) initiating or arranging a tele 
phone contact with you, your fam- 
ily or guardian for the purpose of 
recruitment on more than one oc- 
casion. NOTE:In Division | arep- 
resentative of athletic interests 
(booster or alumni) may not solicit 
your enrollment in any manner (eg., 
no phone calls, letters or in-person 
contacts). 
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3. You (or your family) may not re 
ceive any benefit, inducement or ar- 
rangement such as cash, clothing, 
cars, improper expenses, transpor- 
tation, gifts or loans to encourage 
you to sign aN ational Letter of in- 
tent or to attend an N CAA school. 


4, Letters from coaches and faculty 
members (but not boosters) are not 
permitted until September 1st at the 
beginning of your junior year in high 
school. A Division | university may 
provide you with the following 
printed materials; (1) general corre: 
spondence, including letters, US 
Postal Service postcards and insti- 
tutional note cards; (2) game pro- 
grams which may not include post- 
ersand can be provided only during 
official or unofficial visits to the 
university's campus; (3) N CAA edu- 
cational information; (4) One ath- 
letic publication (media guide or 
recruiting brochure) which may in- 
clude only one color of printing in- 
sidethe covers; (5) official academic, 
admissions and student services pub- 
lications published or videotapes 
produced by the institution and 
available to all students; (6) pre-en- 
rollment information subsequent to

signing a N ational Letter of Intent 
with the university; (7) question- 
naires which may be provided prior 
to your junior year; and (8) summer 
camp brochures which may be pro- 
vided prior to your junior year. 


5. Phone calls from faculty mem- 
bers and coaches (but not boosters) 
are not permitted until on or after 
July 1st after completion of your jun- 
ior year. After) uly 1st following your 
junior year, a college coach or fac- 
ulty member is limited to one tde 
phone call per week to you (or your 
parents or legal guardians) except 
that unlimited calls to you (or your 
parents or legal guardians) may be 
made under the following circum- 
stances: (1) during the five daysim- 
mediately before your official visit 
by the university you will be visit- 
ing; (2) on the day of a coach's off- 
campus contact with you (3) during 
the time beginning with the initial 
National Letter of Intent signing 
date in your sport through the two 
days after the signing date. C oaches 
also may accept collect calls, and 
universities are permitted to utilize 
atoll-free (1-800) number to receive 
telephone calls from you or your 
parents or legal guardians on or af- 
ter J uly 1st after completion of your 
junior year. 


6. A contact is any face-to-face en- 
counter between a prospect or the 
prospect's parent(s) or legal guard- 


ian and an institutional staff mem- 
ber or athletic representative during 
which any dialogue occurs in excess 
of an exchange or greeting. NOTE: 
At the Division | levd, athletic rep- 
resentatives (boosters) may not con- 
tact you for the purpose of recruit- 
ing. A collegecoach may contact you 
in-person off the college campus only 
on or after J uly 1st after completion 
of your junior year in high school. 


7. An evaluation is any off-campus 
activity designed to assess your aca- 
denic qualifications or athletic abil- 
ity (including any visit to your high 
school during which no contact oc- 
curs) or watching you practice or 
compete at any site In all sports, 
the coaches are limited to seven re 
cruiting opportunities (contacts and 
evaluations) during the academic 
year, and not morethan three of the 
seven opportunities may be in-per- 
son, off-campus contacts. 


8. It is not permissible for an ath- 
letic representative to providetrans- 
portation to or from campus or free 
admission to an athletic event on or 
off campus to you, your parents or 
your friends. Please contact the ath- 
letic compliance officeto discuss any 
travel situationsin which you or your 
family are not providing your own 
transportation to insure that it is 
permissible.
